[Contract  Amendment  -  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  -  AMEC  Geomatrix,  Inc.  -  Not 
to  Exceed  $2,037,400] 

Resolution  retroactively  approving  an  amendment  to  the  contract  between  the  Treasure 
Island  Development  Authority  and  AMEC  Geomatrix,  Inc.  to  extend  the  term  through 
June  30,  2013  and  to  increase  the  not  to  exceed  amount  to  $2,037,400. 


WHEREAS,  Former  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  is  a  military  base  located  on 
Treasure  Island  and  Verba  Buena  Island  (together,  the  "Base"),  v^hich  is  currently  ov\/ned  by 
the  United  States  of  America  ("the  Federal  Government");  and, 

WHEREAS,  Treasure  Island  was  selected  for  closure  and  disposition  by  the  Base 
Realignment  and  Closure  Commission  in  1993,  acting  under  Public  Law  101-510,  and  its 
subsequent  amendments;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  May  2,  1997,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  Resolution  No.  380-97, 
authorizing  the  Mayor's  Treasure  Island  Project  Office  to  establish  a  nonprofit  public  benefit 
corporation  known  as  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  (the  "Authority")  to  act  as  a 
single  entity  focused  on  the  planning,  redevelopment,  reconstruction,  rehabilitation,  reuse  and 
conversion  of  the  Base  for  the  public  interest,  convenience,  welfare  and  common  benefit  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  Treasure  Island  Conversion  Act  of  1997,  which  amended 

Section  33492.5  of  the  California  Health  and  Safety  Code  and  added  Section  2.1  to 

Chapter  1333  of  the  Statutes  of  1968  (the  "Act"),  the  California  Legislature  (i)  authorized  the 

City's  Board  of  Supervisors  to  designate  the  Authority  as  a  redevelopment  agency  under 

California  redevelopment  law  with  authority  over  the  Base,  and  (ii)  with  respect  to  those 

portions  of  the  Base  which  are  subject  to  Tidelands  Trust,  vested  in  the  Authority  the  authority 

to  administer  the  public  trust  for  commerce,  navigation  and  fisheries  as  to  such  property;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  On  October  17,  2005,  the  Board  of  Directors  adopted  Resolution  No.  05- 
039-10/12  designating  the  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce  Development  as  the  lead 
negotiator  in  all  negotiations  related  to  the  overall  redevelopment  and  conversion  of  the  Base 
to  civilian  uses,  including  without  limitation,  negotiations  regarding  the  terms  and  conditions 
for  the  long  term  redevelopment  of  the  Treasure  Island  Marina  and  the  redevelopment  of  the 
Base;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  rescinded  designation  of  the  Authority  as  the 
redevelopment  agency  for  Treasure  Island  under  California  Community  Redevelopment  Law 
in  Resolution  No.  11-12;  and  that  such  rescission  does  not  affect  Authority's  status  as  the 
Local  Reuse  Authority  for  Treasure  Island  or  the  tidelands  trust  trustee  for  the  portions  of 
Treasure  Island  subject  to  the  tidelands  trust,  or  any  of  the  other  powers  or  authority;  and, 

WHEREAS,  AMEC  Geomatrix,  Inc.  ("Contractor"  or  "Geomatrix")  was  selected  by  the 
City's  Department  of  Public  Works  ("DPW")  as  an  "as-needed"  contractor  to  provide 
environmental  review  and  remediation  activities  based  on  a  public  Request  for  Proposals 
process;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Contractor  performed  services  under  a  contract  with  DPW  for  several 
agencies  and  locations,  including  Treasure  Island;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Authority  amended  the  contract  from  time  to  time  to  extend  the  term 
and  to  directly  contract  with  Contractor;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  February  12,  2003,  because  of  Contractor's  knowledge  of  the  Navy's 
environmental  remediation  program  at  the  Base,  the  Authority  authorized  the  Executive 
Director  to  execute  a  new  contract  with  Contractor  for  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $541 ,000  to 
perform  certain  services,  including  monitoring  the  Navy's  on-going  environmental  remediation 
program;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  On  June  9,  2004,  the  Authority  extended  the  term  of  the  Contractor 
contract  for  an  additional  two  (2)  months;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  December  8,  2004,  the  Authority  retroactively  extended  the  temn  of  the 
contract  through  June  30,  2005  and  increased  the  not-to-exceed  amount  of  the  Contractor 
contract  to  $719,000;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  July  13,  2005,  the  Authority  retroactively  extended  the  term  of  the 
Contractor  contract  through  June  30,  2006  and  increased  the  not-to-exceed  amount  of  the 
contract  to  $899,000;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  May  31,  2006,  the  Authority  extended  the  term  of  the  Contractor 
contract  through  June  30,  2007  and  increased  the  not-to-exceed  amount  of  the  contract  to 
$1,079,000;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  May  9,  2007,  the  Authority  extended  the  term  of  the  Contractor 
contract  through  June  30,  2008  and  increased  the  not-to-exceed  amount  of  the  contract  to 
$1,259,000;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  May  14,  2008,  the  Authority  extended  the  temi  of  the  Contractor 
contract  through  June  30,  2009  and  increased  the  not-to-exceed  amount  of  the  contract  to 
$1,439,000;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  May  13,  2009,  the  Authority,  with  Board  of  Supervisors  approval, 
extended  the  term  of  the  Contractor  contract  through  June  30,  2010  and  increased  the  not-to- 
exceed  amount  of  the  contract  to  $1,619,000;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  July  1,  2010,  the  Authority,  with  Board  of  Supervisors  approval, 
extended  the  term  of  the  Contractor  contract  through  June  30,  201 1  and  increased  the  not-to- 
exceed  amount  of  the  contract  to  $1 ,799,000;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  June  22,  2011,  the  Authority,  with  Board  of  Supervisors  approval, 
extended  the  term  of  the  Contractor  contract  through  June  30,  2012;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  Authority  believes  that  the  on-going  role  of  Contractor  is  important 
and  merits  amendment  of  the  existing  contract  in  order  to  (a)  maintain  the  continuity  of 
oversight  of  the  Navy's  environmental  remediation  program;  (b)  avoid  the  potential  challenges 
associated  with  the  learning  curve  inherent  in  selecting  and  bringing  a  new  engineering 
contractor  up  to  speed;  and  (c)  continue  to  assist  the  Authority  in  property  transfer  and  master 
developer  negotiations  to  protect  the  Authority's  interests  and  to  support  the  redevelopment 
plans;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Authority  desires  to  amend  the  contract  with  Contractor  to  extend  the 
term  of  the  contract  and  increase  the  total  not-to-exceed  amount  of  the  contract,  consistent 
with  the  Authority's  need  for  on-going  monitoring  of  the  Navy's  environmental  cleanup 
program;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  April  19,  2012  at  a  properly  noticed  meeting,  the  Authority,  subject  to 
Board  of  Supervisors'  approval,  authorized  the  Treasure  Island  Project  Director  to  execute  the 
amendment  to  the  contract  with  Contractor  to  extend  the  term  thereof  through  June  30,  2013 
and  increase  the  not-to-exceed  amount  to  $2,037,400;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Act  and  Authority's  bylaws  require  the  Board  of  Supervisors'  approval 
of  any  contract  that  the  Authority  enters  having  a  term  in  excess  of  ten  (1 0)  years  or 
anticipated  revenues  of  $1,000,000;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  contract,  as  amended,  is  a  contract  for  an  amount  in  excess  of 
$1 ,000,000;  now  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  retroactively 
approves  the  amendment  to  the  Geomatrix  contract;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby 
authorizes  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Project  Director  to  retroactively  execute  and 
enter  into  the  amendment  to  the  Geomatrix  contract  in  substantially  the  form  of  the 
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amendment  to  the  Geomatrix  contract  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  In  File 
No.  120687         which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  motion  as  if  set  forth  fully 
herein,  and  any  additions,  amendments  or  other  modifications  to  such  amendment  (including, 
without  limitation,  its  exhibits)  that  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Project  Director 
determines,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney,  are  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Authority  and 
do  not  othenA^lse  materially  increase  the  obligations  or  liabilities  of  the  Authority,  and  are 
necessary  or  advisable  to  effectuate  the  purpose  and  intent  of  this  resolution.

WHEREAS,  With  a  portion  of  these  funds,  PHFE  has  subcontracted  with  Department 
of  Public  Health  (DPH)  in  the  amount  of  $298,144  for  the  period  of  September  30,  201 1 ,

WHEREAS,  As  a  condition  of  receiving  the  grant  funds,  PHFE  requires  the  City  to

WHEREAS,  An  Annual  Salary  Ordinance  amendment  is  not  required  as  the  grant 
partially  reimburses  DPH  for  two  existing  positions,  one  Epidemiologist  II  (Job  Class  No. 
2803)  at  .50  FTE  and  one  Health  Program  Planner  (Job  Class  No.  2818)  at  1.00  FTE  for  the 
period  of  September  30,  2011,  through  September  29,  2012;  and 
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WHEREAS,  A  request  for  retroactive  approval  is  being  sought  because  DPH  did  not 
receive  notification  of  the  agreement  until  May  17,  2012,  for  a  project  start  date  of  September 
30,  2011;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  budget  includes  a  provision  for  indirect  costs  in  the  amount  of

Resolution  approving  Declaration  of  Emergency  construction  contract  of  an  amount 
not-to-exceed  $115,250  to  address  a  rocksiide  near  South  Fork  Adit. 

WHEREAS,  Property  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission's  Hetch  Hetchy 
Water  and  Power  System  was  impacted  by  a  rocksiide  of  approximately  400  cubic  yards  near 
South  Fork  Adit;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  General  Manager  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission 
declared  an  emergency  and  approved  work  to  address  the  rocksiide  to  ensure  public  safety 
and  maintain  roadway  availability  to  critical  operating  sites  by  a  letter  dated  April  30,  2012  and 
approved  by  the  President  of  the  Commission;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  May  22,  2012,  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  approved 
resolution  #12-0086  ratifying  the  Declaration  of  Emergency  cited  in  the  letter  dated  April  30,

WHEREAS,  The  Human  Rights  Commission  (HRC)  granted  an  emergency  waiver  of

[Accept  and  Expend  Grant  -  GreenFinanceSF  -  $1,000,000] 

Resolution  authorizing  the  Department  of  the  Environment  to  retroactively  accept  and 
expend  an  American  Recovery  and  Reinvestment  Act  of  2009  (ARRA)  funded  grant  in 
the  amount  of  $1,000,000  from  the  California  Energy  Commission's  State  Energy 
Program  through  the  Local  Government  Commission  to  support  GreenFinanceSF. 

WHEREAS,  In  2009  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission,  working  in 
conjunction  with  the  Department  of  the  Environment  and  the  Controller's  Office  of  Public 
Finance,  submitted  an  application  to  the  California  Energy  Commission  (CEC)  State  Energy 
Program  (SEP)  for  financial  assistance  on  behalf  of  GreenFinanceSF,  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco's  municipal  financing  program  for  energy  and  water  retrofits  of  privately-owned 
buildings;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  February  10,  2010,  the  CEC  announced  the  awards  under  the  State 
Energy  Program,  which  included  an  award  of  up  to  $2,080,000  for  GreenFinanceSF;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  its  Resolution  No.  59-10,  this  Board  of  Supervisors  accepted  the  CEC 
State  Energy  Program  grant  award  for  GreenFinanceSF;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  its  Resolution  No.  008-10,  this  Board  of  Supervisors  identified  the 
Department  of  the  Environment  as  the  administrator  of  the  GreenFinanceSF  program  on 
behalf  of  the  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  of  Supervisors  has  adopted  legislation  necessary  to  form  an 
opt-in  Mello-Roos  special  tax  district  and  establish  legal  mechanisms  and  policies  to  govern 
the  implementation  of  a  municipal  financing  program  for  retrofits  of  privately-owned  buildings, 
known  as  GreenFinanceSF;  and 
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WHEREAS,  This  type  of  financing  is  known  as  Property  Assessed  Clean  Energy  or 
PACE;  and 

WHEREAS,  As  the  result  of  201 0  statements  by  the  Federal  Housing  Finance  Agency 
and  the  Office  of  the  Controller  of  the  Currency  questioning  the  security  of  residential  PACE 
financing,  the  CEC  altered  its  funding  priority  to  focus  on  commercial  properties  only;  and

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WHEREAS,  This  Board  of  Supervisors  is  the  elected  legislative  body  of  the  City  and 
is  the  applicable  elected  representative  required  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  within 
the  meaning  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  146  of  the  Code  limits  the  amount  of  tax-exempt  private  activity 
bonds,  which  include  qualified  mortgage  bonds,  that  may  be  issued  in  any  calendar  year  by 
entities  within  a  state  and  authorizes  the  legislature  of  each  state  to  provide  the  method  of 
allocating  authority  to  issue  tax-exempt  private  activity  bonds  within  the  respective  state; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  Chapter  1 1 .8  of  Division  1  of  Title  2  of  the  Government  Code  of  the  State 
of  California  governs  the  allocation  in  the  State  of  California  of  the  state  ceiling  established 
by  Section  146  of  the  Code  among  governmental  units  in  the  State  having  the  authority  to 
issue  tax-exempt  private  activity  bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  8869.85(b)  of  the  Government  Code  requires  that  a  local  agency 
file  an  application  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  with  or  upon  the  direction  of  the  California 
Debt  Allocation  Committee  ("CDLAC")  prior  to  the  issuance  of  tax-exempt  private  activity 
bonds,  including  qualified  mortgage  bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  CDLAC  procedures  require  an  applicant  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling 
to  certify  to  CDLAC  that  applicant  has  on  deposit  an  amount  equal  to  one-half  of  one 
percent  (1/2%)  of  the  amount  of  allocation  requested;  now,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
as  follows: 

Section  1 .  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  and  determines  that  the  foregoing  recitals 
are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopts  this  Resolution  for  purposes  of 
establishing  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  1 .150-2  of  the  United  States 
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Treasury  Regulations.  This  Resoiution  does  not  bind  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  issue  the 
Bonds,  approve  the  Loan  or  to  make  any  expenditure,  incur  any  indebtedness  or  proceed 
with  the  Project. 

Section  3.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  declares  its  official  intent  under  United 
States  Treasury  Regulations  Section  1.150-2  to  use  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  to  reimburse 
expenditures  incurred  in  connection  with  the  Project.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby 
further  declares  its  intent  to  use  such  proceeds  to  reimburse  the  Developer  for  actual 
expenditures  made  by  the  Developer  on  the  Project. 

Section  4.  On  the  date  of  the  expenditure  to  be  reimbursed,  all  reimbursable  costs  of 
the  Project  will  be  of  a  type  properly  chargeable  to  a  capital  account  under  general  federal 
income  tax  principles. 

Section  5.  The  maximum  principal  amount  of  debt  expected  to  be  issued  for  the 
Project  is  $9,000,000. 

Section  6.  This  Board  of  Supervisors,  as  the  applicable  elected  representative  of  the 
governmental  unit  having  jurisdiction  over  the  area  in  which  the  Project  is  located,  hereby 
approves  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  for  purposes  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code. 

Section  7.  This  approval  of  the  Issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  is  neither  an 
approval  of  the  underlying  credit  issues  of  the  proposed  Project  nor  an  approval  of  the 
financial  structure  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  8.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's 
Office  of  Housing,  or  his  designee  (collectively,  the  "Director"),  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to 
submit  an  application  (the  "Application"),  and  such  other  documents  as  may  be  required,  to 
CDLAC  pursuant  to  Government  Code  Section  8869.85  for  an  allocation  for  the  Project  of  a 
portion  of  the  state  ceiling  for  private  activity  bonds  in  a  principal  amount  not  to  exceed 
$9,000,000. 
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Section  9.  An  amount  equal  to  $45,000  ("Deposif )  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  held  on 
deposit  in  connection  with  the  Application  and  the  applicable  CDI_AC  procedures,  and  the 
Director  is  authorized  to  certify  to  CDLAC  that  such  funds  are  available;  which  Deposit  may 
consist  of  a  restriction  on  cash  in  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund  established  pursuant  to  Section  515.01 
of  Article  7  of  the  San  Francisco  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code  (the  "Hotel  Tax 
Fund"). 

Section  10.  If  the  City  receives  a  CDLAC  allocation  and  the  applicable  Issuance 
requirements  are  not  met,  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  an 
amount  equal  to  the  Deposit  to  be  paid  to  the  State  of  California  from  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund,  if 
required  by  CDLAC. 

Section  1 1 .  The  officers  and  employees  of  the  City  and  the  Director  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed,  jointly  and  severally,  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary  or 
advisable  to  consummate  the  receipt  of  an  allocation  from  CDLAC  and  otherwise  effectuate 
the  purposes  of  this  Resolution,  and  all  actions  previously  taken  by  such  officers  and 
employees  with  respect  to  the  Project,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  submission  of  the 
application  to  CDLAC,  are  hereby  ratified  and  approved. 

Section  12.  This  Resolution  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  adoption  by  the  Board 
and  approval  by  the  Mayor.

(SFPUC)  from  1984  to  1991  in  the  Finance  Department  and  in  that  time  advanced  to  being  an

System  Improvement  Program  (WSIP)  which  seismically  upgrades,  repairs,  and  replaces  key 
components  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Regional  Water  System,  greatly  improving  water  service 
reliability;  and 

WHEREAS,  Ed  Harrington  directed  the  SFPUC's  initiative  to  pursue  an  innovative 
program  of  energy  efficiency  and  conservation,  including  the  installation  of  substantial  new 
renewable  energy  sources  in  San  Francisco,  such  as  the  solar  photovoltaic  project  on  the  roof 
of  Sunset  Reservoir,  and  many  other  municipal  facilities;  and 

WHEREAS,  Ed  Harrington  has  advanced  the  long  anticipated,  and  much  needed 
Sewer  System  Improvement  Program,  leading  to  the  Commission's  recent  endorsement  of 
goals  and  objectives,  and  a  plan  of  action  to  move  forward  with  a  multi-billion  dollar  upgrade 
to  critical  sanitary  sewer  facilities,  and  significantly  advance  the  level  of  ongoing  capital  repair 
and  replacement  of  aging  wastewater  infrastructure;  and 

WHEREAS,  Through  Mr.  Harrington's  deep  commitment  to  improving  the  lives  of 
disadvantaged  San  Francisco  residents,  he  led  the  SFPUC  to  become  the  first  utility  in  the

[Approval  of  the  CleanPowerSF  Program  Including  Local  Sustainability  Services  and  a 
Contract  v\/ith  Shell  Energy  North  America.] 

Resolution  authorizing  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  subject  to  conditions,  to 
launch  the  CleanPowerSF  program,  approving  local  sustainability  services  for 
CleanPowerSF  customers,  and  authorizing  the  General  Manager  of  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  to  execute  a  contract  with  Shell  Energy  North  America  for  a  term  of  up  to 
five  feuf-vears  and  six  months  for  services  required  to  launch  the  CleanPowerSF 
program;  and  delegating  authoritv  to  non-materially  amend  or  modifv  the  contract. 

I.       History  and  Background 

WHEREAS,  Public  Utilities  Code  Section  366.2  allows  public  agencies  to  aggregate 
the  electrical  load  of  interested  electricity  consumers  within  their  jurisdictional  boundaries. 
Pursuant  to  this  law,  the  City  has  established  a  Community  Choice  Aggregation  (CCA) 
program  known  as  CleanPowerSF  to  provide  electric  power  to  the  residents  and  businesses 
located  within  its  jurisdiction.  The  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  established  the  City's 
CCA  program  in  May  2004  (Ordinance  86-04).  The  Ordinance  found  that  CCA  would  allow  the 
City  to  increase  the  scale  and  cost-effectiveness  of  renewable  energy,  conservation  and 
energy  efficiency  in  San  Francisco  and  to  increase  local  control  over  electricity  prices  and 
resources.  To  implement  the  program,  Ordinance  No.  86-04  directed  the  development  of  a 
draft  Implementation  Plan  (IP)  and  the  preparation  of  a  draft  Request  for  Proposals  (RFP)  to 
solicit  an  electricity  supplier  for  the  program.  In  December  2004,  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
created  a  Citizens  Advisory  Task  Force  (Task  Force)  to  advise  the  City  regarding  the  draft 
Implementation  Plan  and  the  draft  RFP;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Mayor  Gavin  Newsom  signed  a  Declaration  of  Mayor  or  Chief  County 
Administrator  Regarding  Investigation,  Pursuit  or  Implementation  of  Community  Choice 
Aggregation  on  December  16,  2005;  and 

WHEREAS,  After  an  extensive  process  that  involved  public  meetings  of  the  San 
Francisco  Local  Agency  Formation  Commission  (LAFCqQ),  the  Task  Force,  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  (SFPUC)  and  interested  parties  and  advocacy  groups, 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  a  Draft  Implementation  Plan  (Draft  IP)  in  June  2007 
setting  forth  goals  and  policies  for  the  City's  CCA  program  (Ordinance  147-07).  Ordinance  No. 
147-07  directed  the  issuance  of  a  Request  For  Information  (RFI)  and  a  subsequent  Request 
for  Proposals  (RFP)  to  solicit  input  and  bids  from  interested  parties  regarding  the  development 
of  the  program.  Ordinance  No.  147-07  stated  that  the  RFI  responses  and  other  information 
obtained  in  implementing  the  program  might  suggest  changes  to  the  Draft  IP  to  improve  its 
viability,  and  allowed  for  such  changes.  As  required  by  Ordinance  No.  147-07,  SFPUC  issued 
an  RFI  in  November  2007.  In  April  2009,  SFPUC  issued  a  request  for  qualifications  ("RFQ") 
from  potential  electricity  suppliers.  SFPUC,  in  consultation  v^ith  LAFCgO,  used  the 
information  obtained  from  these  solicitations  to  prepare  an  RFP;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  the  issuance  of  an  RFP  in  October 
2009  (Ordinance  232-09).  Like  Ordinance  147-07,  Ordinance  No.  232-09  provided  that  RFP 
responses  and  other  information  obtained  in  implementing  the  program  might  suggest 
changes  to  Draft  IP  that  v^ould  improve  the  viability  of  the  City's  CCA  program,  and  allov^ed 
for  such  changes.  In  November  2009,  SFPUC  issued  the  RFP.  The  City  received  five 
responses  to  its  RFP  and,  in  January  2010,  identified  Power  Choice,  LLC  as  the  highest 
ranked  proposer.  The  City  engaged  in  negotiations  with  Power  Choice,  LLC  for  electncity 
supply  and  other  services;  and 
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WHEREAS,  In  January  2010,  SFPUC  prepared  a  revised  Implementation  Plan  (IP)  and 
Statement  of  Intent  to  file  with  the  California  Public  Utilities  Commission  (CPUC)  in 
accordance  with  Ordinance  147-07.  As  anticipated  in  Ordinances  147-07  and  232-09,  the 
Implementation  Plan  was  revised  to  allow  more  flexibility  in  the  resources  that  may  be  used  to 
make  up  the  CleanPowerSF  supply  portfolio,  and  to  specify  that  the  SFPUC  may  roll  out  the 
program  in  phases  if  phasing  allows  it  to  maximize  demand-side  management  programs  and 
renewable  energy  impacts,  synergies  with  local  ordinances  and  other  customer  programs, 
cost  of  service  and  customer  load  characteristics,  and  other  operational  considerations.  The 
Board  of  Supervisors  held  a  hearing  on  the  IP  in  the  Budget  and  Finance  Committee  on 
February  17,  2010,  and  forwarded  the  Ordinance  adopting  the  IP  to  the  full  Board  of 
Supervisors  with  a  recommendation  for  approval.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  considered  and 
voted  on  the  Ordinance  adopting  the  revised  IP  at  its  public  meetings  on  February  23,  2010 
and  March  2,  2010.  On  March  2,  2010,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finally  approved  the 
Ordinance  and  authorized  the  filing  of  the  IP  with  the  CPUC  (Ordinance  45-10).  The  IP  was 
certified  by  the  CPUC  on  May  18,  2010;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  authorized  the  General  Manager  to  execute  a  service 
agreement  with  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  (PG&E)  on  May  11,  2010.  The  General 
Manager  executed  the  Community  Choice  Aggregation  Service  Agreement  (the  Service 
Agreement)  with  PG&E  on  May  27,  2010.  In  May  2012,  the  City  and  PG&E  agreed  to  extend 
the  Service  Agreement  until  December  31,  2018.  The  Service  Agreement  is  a  contract  that 
governs  the  business  relationship  between  PG&E  and  the  City  with  respect  to  CleanPowerSF. 
Among  other  things,  the  Service  Agreement  includes  provisions  for  audits,  dispute  resolution, 
events  of  default,  billing  and  payment  terms  and  indemnity.  The  Service  Agreement 
incorporates  by  reference  PG&E's  CCA  tariffs  that  set  forth  the  operational  and  financial 
duties  of  aggregators  and  PG&E  in  establishing  and  conducting  CCA  service;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Negotiations  with  Power  Choice,  LLC,  were  unsuccessful,  and  on  August 
5,  2010,  the  SFPUC  issued  a  second  RFP  seeking  an  electricity  supplier  for  the  program.  No 
bidders  met  the  minimum  qualifications  of  that  RFP,  and  on  February  8,  201 1 ,  in  Resolution 
1 1-0027,  the  SFPUC  a)  authorized  the  General  Manager  to  negotiate  with  one  or  more 
creditworthy  firms  to  create  a  program  that  most  closely  achieves  the  City's  goals  and  b) 
directed  the  General  Manager  to  direct  SFPUC  staff  to  develop  a  process  and  scope  of  work, 
together  with  stakeholders  and  consultants,  to  request  bids  for  renewable  generation  and 
green  resource  commitments  to  further  the  adopted  City  goals  for  CCA  as  described  in 
Ordinance  147-07.  Shortly  thereafter,  SFPUC  engaged  in  negotiations  with  Shell  Energy 
North  America  (Shell)  for  electricity  supply  and  Noble  Americas  for  customer  care  and  billing 
services;  and 

WHEREAS,  Work  began  on  November  1 6,  201 1 ,  in  accordance  with  the  SFPUC  Task 
Order:  Modeling  and  Conceptual  Framework  for  CCA  Deployment  to  study  deployment 
options  and  prepare  RFPs  for  a  potential  build-out  of  in-City  renewable  energy  resources, 
comprised  of  both  demand  reduction  and  new  renewable  generation,  and  assess  their  to 
studv  and  prepare  associated  financing  alternative  mechanisms  (including  2001  proposition  H 
bonds  and  use  of  collateral),  SFPUC  management  and  integration  of  local  supplies  by  the 
SFPUC.  levelized  costs,  and  jobs  potential,  and  to  develop  associated  contract  term  sheets 
and  RFPs,  all  to  be  used  if  the  City  approves  a  local  build-out  after  environmental  review;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  Ordinance  No.  232-09  the  Board  of  Supervisors  authonzed  approval  by 
resolution  for  future  CleanPowerSF  approvals;  and 

II.       CleanPowerSF  Program 

WHEREAS,  Enrollment  in  the  CleanPowerSF  program  will  be  launched  in  phases  to 
groups  of  customers,  to  allow  for  mitigate  the  risks  inherent  in  purchasinc  power,  and  to  better 
integrate  into  CleanPowerSF  a  proposed  build-out  of  local  and  regional  energy  resources  if 
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these  programs  when  and  if  component  installations  of  this  build-out  are  approved  by  the 
City,  and  to  mitigate  the  risks  inherent  in  purchasing  power.  The  first  phase  will  follow  the 
state-mandated  opt-out  process,  enrolling  sufficient  customers  to  meet  the  volume  of 
electricity  specified  in  the  Shell  agreement,  not  to  exceed  an  average  of  approximately  30 
MW,  and  any  customer  within  San  Francisco  will  be  eligible  to  participate  in  that  enrollment 
phase;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Shell  agreement  does  not  preclude  a  build-out  of  local  and  regional 
energy  resources,  if  such  build-out  is  approved  by  the  City  after  any  necessary  environmental 
review,  because  the  Shell  agreement  allows  the  City  to  replace  purchases  from  Shell  with 
other  resources  (subject  to  making  Shell  whole  for  any  losses)  and  because  program  roll  out 
will  be  phased;  and 

A.      Progrann  Characteristics  and  Local  Sustainabiiity  Services 

WHEREAS,  The  CleanPowerSF  program  will  initially  offer  customers  one  or  more 
products,  consistent  with  the  contracted  Shell  purchases,  and  will  lovoraae  which  support  the 
potential  development  of  new  renewable  and  efficiencv  resources,  if  such  programs  are 
approved  bv  the  Citv.  to  achieve  high  rates  of  customer  acceptance  create  local  lobs,  promote 
locallv  owned  power  production  and  to  balance  generation  sources.  These  initial  products  will 
allow  for  development  of  new  renewable  resources  to  be  integrated  into  the  electricity  portfolio 
as  a  customer  revenue  stream,  revenue  bond  financing,  and  other  financing  mechanisms  are 
established,  if  a  program  for  developing  renewable  resources  is  planned  and  approved  by  the 
C ityy.  and  upon  completion  of  anv  necessan/  environmental  review:  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  believes  the  integration  of  a  large-scale  local 
build-out  of  renewable  energy  and  efficiency  resources,  as  described  in  Ordinance  No.  147- 
07,  if  such  a  program  is  planned  and  approved  by  the  City,  may  facilitate  establishing  a 
successful  CleanPowerSF  program  that  will  be  price  competitive,  attractive  to  electricity 
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customers,  financially  robust,  productive  of  clean  energy  jobs,  and  of  sufficient  scale  and  rapid 
construction  to  achieve  significant  greenhouse  gas  reductions,  with  the  understanding  that 
such  a  program  must  first  be  planned  and  approved  by  the  City  with  anv  necessary 
environmental  review;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  CleanPowerSF  program  will  offer  local  sustainability  services  to 
CleanPowerSF  customers  including: 

1.  incentives  for  the  installation  of  solar  projects  on  properties  of  participating 
CleanPowerSF  customers  pursuant  to  the  GoSolarSF  Program,  and 

2.  augmented  energy  efficiency  programs  for  the  benefit  of  participating 
CleanPowerSF  customers;  and 

3.  study  efand  possible  development  of  a  local  build-out  of  renewable  energy  facilitiesr^ 
if  the  City  approves  such  a  program  after  necessary  environmental  review.  The  SFPUC  has 
indicated  its  commitment  to  studying  and,  if  the  City  approves  such  a  program,  developing  a 
local  build-out  of  renewable  energy  facilities  as  a  component  of  CleanPowerSF,  and 
anticipates  immediate  commencement  of  that  build-out,  if  such  program  is  approved  by  the 
City,  when  (i)  consultant  studies  and  RFP  preparation  have  been  concluded,  (ii)  sufficient 
revenues  are  generated  or  identified  to  commence  the  build-out,  (iii)  SFPUC  has  completed 
environmental  analysis  of  the  physical  impacts  of  any  specific  build-out  projects  where 
required  and  made  appropriate  findings,  and  (iv)  the  SFPUC  approves  a  plan,  budget,  and 
timeline  for  the  local  build-out;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  will  commonce  has  commenced  studies  and  RFP  preparation 
for  g  local  build-out  of  renewable  energy  facilities  consistent  with  tl=^e  Ordinance  No.  147-07 
and  environmental  review  requirements  of  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act,  California 
Public  Resources  Code  Section  21000  et.  seq.  (CEQA);  and 
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WHEREAS,  the  SFPUC  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  will  explore  use  of  sources  of 
revenue  such  as  2001  proposition  H  bonds,  municipal  bonds,  power  purchase  agreements, 
public  agency  loans  and/or  other  favorable  financing  and  contractual  mechanisms  for  local 
and  regional  renewable  energy  generation  and  also  energy  demand  reduction  projects  in 
CleanPowerSF,  with  the  understanding  that  to  the  extent  that  such  projects  must  be  afe 
planned  and  approved  by  the  City  and  subjected  to  anv  necessary  environmental  review:  and 

WHEREAS,  before  any  specific  local  build-out  programs  or  projects  are  approved,  the 
SFPUC  will  undertake  all  necessary  CEQA  review  of  the  proposed  programs  or  projects 
identified  in  the  study  process  and  of  their  alternatives,  including  a  no  project  alternative,  and 
shall  obtain  all  requisite  approvals;  and 
B.      Cost  Overview 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  approved  in  Resolution  1 1-0194  and  submitted  to  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  an  appropriation  request  for  $19.5  million,  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  1 1 1371 .  The  request  includes 

1 .  $13  million  as  collateral  and  reserves  required  under  the  Shell  agreement, 

2.  $6  million  for  local  sustainability  services  for  CleanPowerSF  customers  as 
follows  (half  to  be  used  in  2013  and  half  to  be  used  in  2014): 

a.  $2,000,000  dollars  for  energy  efficiency  programs; 

b.  $2,000,000  dollars  for  GoSolarSF  incentives;  and 

c.  $2,000,000  dollars  for  studies  of  local  build-out  of  renewable  energy 
facilities,  and 

3.  $500,000  for  start-up  costs  and  costs  related  to  the  Noble  Americas  contract  for 
customer  billing,  data  management  and  other  administrative  services;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  $19.5  million  is  in  addition  to  a  total  of  $6  million  that  already  has 
been  appropriated  to  CleanPowerSF  through  September  201 1 ,  including  $1  million  in  July 
2011;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  the  event  the  CleanPowerSF  Program  is  discontinued  or  terminated  all 
unspent  amounts  appropriated,  including  any  of  the  $6,000,000  for  local  sustainability 
services  for  CleanPowerSF  customers,  will  be  de-appropriated  and  returned  to  Hetch  Hetchy 
Power  Enterprise  fund  balance  reserves;  and 

III.      Rates  for  CleanPowerSF  Customers 

WHEREAS,  CleanPowerSF  rates  will  be  approved  by  the  SFPUC  and  Board  of 
Supen/isors  through  the  process  established  in  section  8B.125  of  the  City's  Charter,  including 
review  by  the  Rate  Fairness  Board,  and  the  SFPUC  must  determine  that  those  rates  are 
sufficient  to  cover  the  cost  of  power  and  services  provided  by  Shell  as  well  as  other  costs 
required  for  the  program  prior  to  launching  the  program;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  staff  will  ^}  propose  rates  to  the  Rate  Fairness  Board  that  will 
cover  all  costs  to  provide  service  to  CleanPowerSF  customers,  including  the  cost  of  power  it 
expects  Shell  to  provide,  based  on  market  information  and  consultation  with  Shell,  the  cost  of 
the  services  it  expects  Noble  Americas  to  provide,  and  the  costs  of  solar  incentives,  energy 
efficiency  programs,  and  studies  to  guide  development  of  local  renewable  facilities  and  2) 
include  in  that  proposal  a  discoujit  for  low  income  customers;  the  Rate  Fairness  Board  will 
consider  the  rate  proposal,  and  may  report  to  the  SFPUC  regarding  its  analysis;  the  SFPUC 
will  establish  rates  for  CleanPowerSF  and  submit  those  rates  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for 
its  approval  or  rejection;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  will  review  the  power  pnces  proposed  by  Shell  before  it 
authorizes  the  General  Manager  to  complete  a  power  purchase  transaction,  in  order  to 
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determine  that  the  rates  established  by  the  SFPUC  and  Board  of  Supervisors  will  be  adequate 
to  recover  all  costs  of  providing  service  to  customers;  and 

WHEREAS,  If  the  SFPUC  determines  that  the  adopted  CleanPowerSF  rates  are  not 
adequate  to  cover  all  costs  of  providing  service  to  CleanPowerSF  customers,  it  will  not 
authorize  the  General  Manager  to  complete  a  power  purchase  transaction  and  launch  the 
program;  and 

WHEREAS.  The  SFPUC  will  recommend  the  inclusion  of  a  component  into 
CleanPowerSF  rates  to  begin  recovering  the  reserves  required  for  this  program  within  the 
contract  period  so  that  customers  of  CleanPowerSF  will  bear  the  costs  of  the  program:  and 

IV.      Low  income  Customers  and  CleanPowerSF  Program  Accessibility. 

WHEREAS.  The  SFPUC  will  include  in  its  CCA  rates  a  discount  for  low  income 
customers  that  is  commensurate  with  discounts  tvpicallv  provided  to  PG&E  customers  for 
electric  service:  and 

WHEREAS.  CleanPowerSF  rates  should  be  structured  to  include  a  component  for  a 
hardship  fund  to  support  additional  discounts  for  low  income  customers  that  reouire  additional 
financial  assistance  to  participate  in  the  program:  and 

WHEREAS.  The  SFPUC  should  explore  various  wavs  of  funding  the  cost  of  such  a 
discount,  including  by  voluntary  donations  from  other  CleanPowerSF  customers  through  their 
monthly  bills,  similar  to  the  current  California  Alternative  Rates  for  Energy  (CARE)  program 
offered  through  PG&E:  and 

WHEREAS.  The  overall  electric  bills  of  CleanPowerSF  low  income  customers  can  be 
further  reduced  bv  targeting  energy  efficiency  services  and  GoSolarSF  incentives  to  low 
income  customers:  and 
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WHEREAS.  These  and  other  mechanisms  can  be  used  to  minimize  barriers  to 
Darticipation  in  CleanPowerSF  bv  low  income  residents  while  maintaining  the  financial  viability 
of  the  program:  and 

WHEREAS.  Unless  the  SFPUC  can  ensure,  using  these  and  other  mechanisms,  that 
low  income  CleanPowerSF  customers  will  be  offered  rates  similar  to  rates  for  lowjncome 
customers  served  bv  PG&E,  the  SFPUC  shall  exclude  low  income  customers  in  the  initial 
phases  of  the  CleanPowerSF  program:  and 

^L^^Contract  with  Shell 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC,  in  consultation  with  LAFCgO,  has  negotiated  the  key  terms 
of  a  contract  with  Shell  for  electricity  necessary  for  commencement  of  the  CleanPowerSF 
Program,  and  to  serve  as  the  primary  power  purchasing  component  of  the  program  over  its 
first  up  to  five  four  and  one  half  years.  The  draft  contract  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  1 1 1 340  and  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  resolution  as  if  set  forth 
fully  herein;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  draft  Shell  contract  consists  of  three  parts:  (i)  a  Master  Agreement 
(setting  forth  general  terms  and  conditions  and  providing  that  Shell  and  the  City  may  enter  into 
transactions  to  buy  particular  amounts,  quantities  and  types  of  electric  products);  (ii)  a 
Security  Agreement  (giving  Shell  control  over  the  account  that  holds  the  receipts  received 
from  CleanPowerSF  customers  and  a  first  priority  security  interest  in  that  account);  and  (iii)  a 
Confirmation  (specifying  the  price,  quantity  and  type  of  product  for  specific  electricity  purchase 
transactions);  and 

WHEREAS,  Shell  represents  and  warrants  that  no  new  facilities  are  required  to  be 
constructed  in  order  for  Shell  to  meet  its  supply  obligations  under  the  contract;  and

WHEREAS,  the  contract  requires  Shell  to  provide  energy  to  the  City  with  an  average 
carbon  content  equal  to  or  less  than  the  average  carbon  content  of  energy  supplied  by  PG&E 
to  its  customers;  and 

WHEREAS,  Shell  will  provide  and  the  City  will  purchase  the  following  for  up  to  five  fow 
and  one  half  years:  (i)  electricity  to  serve  CleanPowerSF  customers;  (ii)  scheduling 
coordinator  services  to  go  along  with  the  power  supplied;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  contract  allows  the  City  and  Shell  to  enter  into  additional 
Confirmations  for  procurement  of  additional  electricity  services;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  contract  requires  the  City  to  provide  $13  million  for  startup  costs  and 
program  reserves,  consisting  of  the  following: 

1 .  $7  million  to  be  held  in  an  escrow  account  subject  to  joint  instructions  by  the 
City  and  Shell,  as  partial  collateral  for  a  termination  payment  in  the  event  the  City  defaults  and 
Shell  terminates  the  agreement.  The  termination  payment  is  intended  to  cover  reasonable  risk 
and  costs  that  might  be  incurred  by  Shell  should  the  program  cease  operations  during  the 
contract  period.  This  amount  may  be  reduced  in  subsequent  years  of  the  contract  if  market 
conditions  and  the  progressive  completion  over  time  of  the  contract  reduce  Shell's  exposure 
to  potential  financial  losses  (see  Sections  2.3(f)  and  5.3); 

2.  $4.5  million  to  fund  a  Program  Reserve  to  be  deposited  into  the  customer 
revenues  secured  account,  controlled  by  Shell.  The  Program  Reserve  is  intended  to  provide 
security  to  Shell  that  there  will  be  sufficient  cash  on  hand  in  the  customer  revenues  secured 
account  to  cover  Shell's  monthly  bills.  The  City  must  restore  the  balance  of  the  Program 
Reserve  to  at  least  $4.5  million  within  five  Business  Days  of  a  notice  by  Shell  that  the 
Program  Reserve  is  below  this  amount  (see  Sections  2.3(d)  and  5.2); 

3.  $1 .5  million  to  be  held  by  the  City  in  an  Operating  Reserve,  to  ensure  short- 
term  unanticipated  costs  associated  with  startup  and  initial  program  expenses  do  not  create

long-term  program  stability  issues  (for  example,  additional  costs  associated  with  bringing  in 
additional  customers,  or  delays  in  receipt  of  revenues,  in  the  event  that  opt-out  rates  are 
higher  than  anticipated);  and 

WHEREAS,  Shell  will  not  have  a  right  to  collect  the  termination  payment  or  the 
Program  Reserve  unless  and  until  the  City  executes  a  Confirmation  and  all  other  conditions 
are  satisfied;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  draft  contract  does  not  specify  the  amount  or  price  of  the  electricity  to 
be  provided  by  Shell;  these  will  be  determined  before  the  program  is  launched,  after  Shell  has 
obtained  prices  for  the  electricity  it  will  provide;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  contract  includes  terms  that  are  non-standard  for  City  contracts, 
including  a  modification  to  the  standard  appropriation  of  funds  language  (see  Section  8.2(c)): 

1 .  if  Shell  terminates  the  contract  as  a  result  of  a  City  default,  the  General 
Manager  must  seek  an  appropriation  or  supplemental  appropriation  to  fully  fund  the  applicable 
termination  payment,  but  approval  of  such  appropriation  is  within  the  sole  discretion  of  the 
SFPUC  and/or  the  Board  of  Supervisors; 

2.  a  failure  by  the  City  to  pay  the  full  termination  payment  is  an  event  of  default 
under  the  Agreement; 

3.  the  contract  does  not  include  standard  City  language  stating  that  the 
contractor  assumes  the  risk  of  a  failure  on  the  part  of  the  City  to  appropriate  additional  funds; 
and 

WHEREAS,  Consistent  with  standard  energy  industry  practice,  it  is  not  an  event  of 
default  for  Shell  to  fail  to  deliver  a  product  it  is  required  to  provide  under  the  agreement.  If 
Shell  fails  to  deliver  a  product  it  contracted  to  provide; 

1 .  the  City  may  purchase  a  replacement  product  and  charge  to  Shell  the 
difference  between  the  price  of  such  purchase  and  the  contract  price  (see  Section  4.1); 
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2.  in  the  case  of  renewable  energy  and  resource  adequacy  capacity,  if  penalties 
are  imposed  on  the  City  as  a  result  of  Shell's  failure  to  perform,  Shell  must  reimburse  the  City 
for  the  penalties  (see  Sections  4.2  (a)  and  4.3); 

3.  in  the  case  of  bundled  renewable  energy,  if  on  an  annual  basis  Shell  fails  to 
deliver  at  least  90%  of  the  product  it  contracted  to  provide,  in  addition  to  any  payments  made 
by  Shell  described  in  (i)  and  (ii)  above,  Shell  must  pay  the  City  25%  of  the  contract  price  for 
every  MWh  Shell  failed  to  deliver  (see  Section  4.2(b));  and 

WHEREAS,  The  contract  imposes  the  following  financial  requirements  on  the  City  and 
makes  it  an  event  of  default  if  the  City  fails  to  meet  them  within  the  relevant  cure  periods: 

1 .  All  receipts  from  CleanPowerSF  customers  served  by  Shell  must  be 
deposited  in  an  account  controlled  by  Shell,  but  owned  by  the  City  (see  Sections  2.3  (i)  and 

7.4)  ; 

2.  Disbursements  from  the  customer  receipts  account  must  be  made  by  Shell 
in  accordance  with  a  pre-established  waterfall,  pursuant  to  which  on  a  monthly  basis,  Shell 
gets  paid  first,  the  Program  Reserve  is  retained,  and  any  amount  remaining  is  transferred  to 
the  City  (which  the  City  Intends  to  deposit  in  the  CPSF  Customer  Fund)  (see  Section  7.3); 

3.  The  CleanPowerSF  program  must  be  financially  healthy,  but  the  City  has  a 
sixty  day  cure  period  to  restore  financial  health  if  end  of  the  month  financial  reports  indicate 
there  is  a  problem  (see  Section  5.1); 

4.  The  termination  payment  is  calculated  as  the  difference  between  the 
contract  price  and  the  market  price  of  any  product  the  City  commits  to  buy  pursuant  to  a 
Confirmation;  but  the  termination  payment  is  capped  at  $15  million  unless  the  City  terminates 
the  CleanPowerSF  program  at  a  time  when  the  program  is  healthy  (see  Sections  6.2,  6.3,  6.4, 

6.5)  ;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  approved  the  draft  contract  with  Shell  on  December  1 3,  201 1 , 
in  Resolution  No.  11-0194,  and  authorized  the  General  Manager  to  execute  the  contract, 
subject  to  conditions;  and 

VI.      Contract  with  Noble  Americas 

WHEREAS,  In  Resolution  11-0194,  on  December  13,  2^5  2011.  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  authorized  the  General  Manager  to  negotiate  an  agreement  with  Noble  Americas 
(Noble)  for  customer  care  and  billing  services  to  support  CleanPowerSF  and  directed  the 
General  Manager  to  submit  the  final  contract  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  for  approval; 
and 

WHEREAS,  SFPUC  staff,  in  concert  with  LAFCo  staff,  has  negotiated  an  agreement 
with  Noble  for  customer  care  and  billing  services,  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  111340;  and 

WHEREAS,  Noble  will  provide  services  that  include:  managing  the  electronic  data 
exchange  with  PG&E,  maintaining  customer  information  and  billing  administration  systems, 
providing  reports  on  energy  use  and  billing,  preparing  settlement  quality  meter  data,  tracking 
opt-out  notices,  maintaining  a  customer  care  operation  center  and  creating  a  plan  for 
eventually  transitioning  the  sen/ices  to  CleanPowerSF;  and 

WHEREAS,  Noble  will  make  commercially  reasonable  efforts  to  locate  a  customer 
care  center  in  San  Francisco  in  order  to  provide  local  jobs;  and 

WHEREAS,  Other  key  terms  of  the  Noble  agreement  include  the  following: 

1.  the  term  is  4.5  years  and  the  guaranteed  maximum  cost  is  $9  million  dollars; 

2.  the  total  monthly  fees  charged  by  Noble  for  the  CleanPowerSF  program  will  be  at 
least  $25,000  per  month; 
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3.  the  City  can  cancel  the  agreement  without  charge  prior  to  the  start  up  date,  but  if  the 
cancellation  occurs  after  that  date,  CleanPowerSF  will  pay  a  cancellation  fee  based  on 
milestones,  up  to  a  maximum  amount  of  $250,000;  and 

4.  the  agreement  will  become  effective  after  satisfaction  of  specified  conditions, 
including,  appropriation  of  necessary  funds  and  approval  by  the  SFPUC;  and 

Vl|.     Conditions  for  Contract  Effectiveness  and  CleanPowerSF  Program  Launch 
WHEREAS,  Even  after  approval  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  execution  by  the 
General  Manager,  the  Shell  contract  will  not  become  effective  until  satisfaction  of  conditions 
established  by  the  contract  as  well  as  those  established  by  the  SFPUC  and  the  Board  of 
Supervisors;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Shell  contract  establishes  conditions  that  must  be  satisfied  before  it 
becomes  effective,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  following:  (i)  the  conditions  placed  by  the 
City  on  the  launch  of  CleanPowerSF  have  been  satisfied;  (ii)  the  City  has  directed  PG&E  to 
deposit  the  payments  from  CleanPowerSF  customers  for  amounts  due  to  the  City  for 
CleanPowerSF  services  into  a  customer  receipts  account  controlled  by  Shell;  (iii)  the  City  has 
entered  into  an  agreement  that  gives  Shell  control  of  the  customer  receipts  account,  has 
granted  Shell  a  first  priority  lien  on  the  amounts  in  the  account,  and  has  appropriated  and 
deposited  $4.5  million  in  the  account;  (iv)  the  City  has  appropriated  and  placed  $7  million 
dollars  into  an  escrow  account  as  collateral  for  a  termination  payment  to  Shell  in  the  event  of 
a  City  default;  (v)  the  CPUC  has  accepted  an  amendment  to  the  City's  implementation  plan 
and  statement  of  intent  filed  with  the  CPUC  pursuant  to  California  Public  Utilities  Code 
Section  366.3,  that  identifies  Shell  as  the  primary  supplier  of  power  for  CleanPowerSF;  and

resources  and  all  necessary  authorizations  to  obtain  the  bond,  (iii)  all  appropriations  required 
by  the  CCA  supplier  contracts  have  been  authorized,  af>d  (iv)  the  SFPUC  Power  Enterprise 
has  rates  in  place  to  be  financially  stable  and  in  compliance  with  its  reserve  policies,  and  (v)  a 
contract  for  customer  billing,  data  management  and  other  administrative  services  with  Noble 
Americas  or  another  entity  has  been  approved;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  action  is  not  considered  a  "project"  as  defined  in  the  California 
Environmental  Quality  Act,  California  Public  Resources  Code  Section  21000  et  seq.  ("CEQA") 
for  the  reasons  set  forth  in  the  memorandum  prepared  by  the  Bureau  of  Environmental 
Management  for  the  SFPUC  dated  July  -18.  2012.  Said  memorandum  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  111340  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference;  now,

Resolution  approving  revisions  to  tlie  America's  Cup  Lease  Disposition  Agreement 
with  respect  to  the  security  for  certain  obligations  of  the  City;  authorizing  and  directing 
the  procurement  of  insurance  coverage  for  the  City's  satisfaction  of  certain  of  such 
obligations;  reaffirming  the  direction  for  ongoing  staff  progress  reports  as  to  the 
implementation  of  the  America's  Cup  events;  and  authorizing  related  actions. 

WHEREAS,  In  December  2010  San  Francisco  was  selected  as  the  host  city  for  the  34*^ 
America's  Cup  and  related  activities  (the  "Event");  and 

WHEREAS,  At  the  time  of  such  selection  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the 
"City"),  the  America's  Cup  Event  Authority,  LLC  (the  "Authority")  and  the  San  Francisco 
America's  Cup  Organizing  Committee  ("ACOC")  entered  into  the  America's  Cup  Host  and 
Venue  Agreement  (the  "Host  Agreement")  which  set  out  the  applicable  rights  and 
responsibilities  for  each  party  in  relation  to  preparation  for  and  hosting  the  Events;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Host  Agreement  included  a  number  of  responsibilities  for  the  City  and 
ACOC,  both  in  terms  of  ACOC's  fundraising  program  over  three  years  intended  to  defray  up 
to  $32  million  of  the  public  costs  of  hosting  the  events  as  well  as  the  City  responsibility  to 
deliver  the  venues  and  support  services  called  for  under  the  Host  Agreement  and  the 
associated  implementation  plans;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  July  and  August  2012  ACOC  delivered  a  total  of  $6,11 5,979.43  to  the 
City  in  reimbursement  for  the  full  amount  of  costs  charged  to  the  City's  America's  Cup  budget 
in  fiscal  year  201 1-2012;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Host  Agreement  also  called  for  ACOC  to  deliver  a  security  instrument 
of  up  to  a  value  of  $32  million  to  secure  the  performance  by  the  City  and  ACOC  of  their 
respective  obligations  under  the  Host  Agreement  (the  "ACOC  Security  ");  and 

WHEREAS,  City  project  and  risk  management  staff  worked  v^ith  ACOC  over  the  course 
of  late  201 1  and  early  2012  to  investigate  the  availability  of  security  instruments  that  w/ould 
provide  the  coverage  called  for  under  the  Host  Agreement;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  March  27,  2012,  by  its  Resolution  No.  109-12,  this  Board  of 
Supervisors  (the  "Board")  approved  a  number  of  matters  relating  to  the  Events  and  provided 
parameters  for  its  delegation  of  authority  to  City  officials  to  complete  negotiations  for  and 
execute  a  Lease  Disposition  Agreement  (the  "LDA")  relating  to  the  City's  delivery  of  venues  to 
the  Authority  and  other  Event-related  activities  and  responsibilities  and  the  Authority's  delivery 
of  security  for  its  Event-related  obligations;  and 

WHEREAS,  At  the  time  the  LDA  was  approved  by  the  Board  the  City's  and  the 
Authority's  respective  responsibilities  for  improvements  to  prepare  the  various  Port  venues  for 
the  Event  had  recently  been  revised,  most  notably  the  transfer  of  responsibility  for  Piers  30-32 
Event  upgrades  from  the  Authority  to  the  Port,  together  with  the  elimination  of  the  Authority's 
long-term  development  rights  in  consideration  of  improvements  as  contemplated  under  the 
Host  Agreement;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  staff  presentation  to  the  Board  in  conjunction  with  Resolution  No.  109- 
12  noted  that  further  underwriting  analysis  would  be  needed  to  procure  security  for  the  parties' 
respective  Event-related  obligations,  including  the  revised  construction  responsibilities;  and 

WHEREAS,  As  negotiations  continued  the  parties  agreed  that  the  security  instruments 
customarily  available  in  the  insurance  markets  were  not  sufficient  to  provide  all  coverage 
sought  under  the  terms  of  the  Host  Agreement,  and  that  events  and  experience  along  the 
waterfront  (including  impact  of  the  recent  Pier  29  fire  on  the  City's  ability  to  timely  deliver  key 
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Event  venues)  created  certain  priorities  for  tlie  ACOC  Security  coverage  in  terms  of  providing 
assurance  as  to  the  successful  delivery  of  venues  and  municipal  services  in  support  of  tiie 
Events;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  acknowledgement  of  such  discussions,  and  with  an  interest  in 
establishing  other  reciprocal  rights,  obligations,  and  indemnities  contemplated  by  Resolution 
No.  109-12  in  time  for  the  first  San  Francisco  America's  Cup  World  Series  regatta  in  August 
2012,  the  parties  executed  the  LDA,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in 
File  No.  120127  and  incorporated  herein  by  reference  as  though  fully  set  forth,  under  the 
authority  delegated  by  the  Board  in  such  Resolution,  subject  to  a  condition  under  LDA  Section 
3.15  that  City  staff  obtain  Board  and  Port  Commission  approval  for  certain  LDA  terms  relating 
to  the  City's  construction-related  venue  delivery  obligations  and  the  ACOC  Security 
arrangements  that  the  parties  negotiated  after  the  Board's  action  in  March  2012;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  LDA  reflects  the  parties'  agreement  as  to  a  composite  approach  to 
each  party's  obligation  to  provide  security  for  its  performance  to  the  other,  which  is  intended  to 
provide  a  comprehensive  security  arrangement  that  accounts  for  the  issues  that  could  not  be 
addressed  through  the  available  insurance  markets;  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  LDA  the  City  proposed  to  satisfy  its  obligation  to  provide  the 
ACOC  Security  through  a  combination  of  sources  (taken  together,  the  "LDA  Security"), 
including:  (1)  the  City's  use  of  liquidated  damages  and  bond  proceeds  payable  under  the 
Port's  construction  contracts  and  insurance  for  improvements  at  Piers  30-32  and  Pier  27  and 
for  repairing  the  fire  damage  to  Pier  29;  (2)  the  City's  payment  of  liquidated  damages  to  the 
Authority  up  to  a  maximum  aggregate  amount  of  $5  million  (the  "LDA  Damages")  should  the 
City  fail  to  deliver  Pier  27  or  Piers  30-32  to  the  Authority  by  March  1 ,  2013;  and  (3)  a  cash 
collateral  deposit  held  under  an  escrow  agreement  (the  "Cash  Collateral")  to  secure  other  City 
obligations;  and 
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WHEREAS,  As  security  for  its  reciprocal  obligations  under  the  LDA  the  Authority 
agreed  to  provide  a  third-party  guaranty  and  an  environmental  security  deposit  to  secure  its 
LDA  obligations,  including  any  required  restoration  of  City  venues  after  the  Event;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  LDA  requires  the  City  to  make  an  initial  $2.4  million  deposit  to  fund 
the  Cash  Collateral  by  January  15,  2013;  the  priority  use  of  such  funds  would  be  to  secure  the 
City's  obligations  to  deliver  construction  projects  for  waterfront  Event  venues,  including  any 
obligation  to  accelerate  construction  or  prepare  replacement  space  should  its  delivery  of 
Pier  27,  or  Piers  30-32,  or  fire-damaged  Pier  29  be  delayed  beyond  the  LDA  deadlines;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  LDA  further  calls  for  the  Cash  Collateral  account  to  be  replenished  to 
the  full  $2.4  million  amount  by  July  15,  2013  if  necessary;  and 

WHEREAS,  Beginning  in  July  201 3,  the  priority  for  the  use  of  such  Cash  Collateral 
would  be  to  secure  the  City's  Event-related  operational  obligations  over  the  course  of  July, 
August,  and  September  2013;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  addition  to  the  Port's  contractual  remedies,  construction  bonds,  and 
builder's  risk  insurance  coverage  available  to  mitigate  the  City's  costs  for  construction  delays 
at  Pier  27  and  Piers  30-32,  the  City's  Director  of  Risk  Management  has  identified  an 
insurance  product  commonly  known  as  owner's  delay  insurance  (the  "Insurance  Policy")  that 
would  provide  coverage  for  liquidated  damages  on  the  two  primary  Port  construction  projects 
needed  for  the  events:  the  core  and  shell  of  the  Pier  27  Cruise  Terminal  and  the  strengthening 
of  the  Piers  30-32  deck  to  accommodate  sailing  team  bases;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Insurance  Policy:  (a)  can  be  secured  for  a  premium  of  $1,015,000; 
(b)  has  a  self-insured  retention  of  $2.4  million  (reflecting  the  amount  of  the  Cash  Collateral); 
and  (c)  explicitly  provides  coverage  for  the  LDA  Damages  for  delays  caused  by  covered 
perils;  and 
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WHEREAS,  A  summary  of  the  proposed  terms  and  conditions  of  the  Insurance  Policy 
is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  120127  and  incorporated  herein  by  reference 
as  though  fully  set  forth;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  conjunction  with  the  reduction  in  security  to  be  provided  for  the  City's 
and  ACOC's  obligations  from  the  $32  million  contemplated  under  the  Host  Agreement  to  the 
City's  obligation  to  provide  LDA  Security  in  the  maximum  amount  of  $9.8  million  (assuming 
City  payment  of  the  full  amount  of  LDA  Damages  for  delayed  venue  delivery  and  the  full 
exhaustion  of  both  the  January  and  June  2013  $2.4  million  deposits  to  the  Cash  Collateral), 
the  Authority  sought  to  incorporate  changes  to  the  force  majeure  provisions  of  the  LDA  under 
which  certain  events  will  excuse  the  Port's  obligation  to  deliver  Pier  27  and  Piers  30-32  by 
March  1,  2013;  and 

WHEREAS,  Subject  to  good  faith  efforts  to  obtain  subsequent  Board  approval,  the  City 
agreed  to  revise  the  force  majeure  provision  to  remove  the  following  events:  (a)  fire; 
(b)  unusually  severe  weather;  and  (c)  labor  disputes  or  strikes  directed  at  the  City's 
construction  or  other  Event-related  site  preparation  activities  at  Pier  27  or  Piers  30-32;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  effect  of  this  revision  is  that  the  City  would  be  obligated  under  the 
LDA  to  pay  the  Authority  up  to  $5  million  in  LDA  Damages  if  the  City  is  unable  to  deliver 
Pier  27  or  Piers  30-32  by  March  1,  2013,  even  if  the  delay  is  caused  by  fire,  unusually  severe 
weather,  or  a  venue-directed  strike;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Insurance  Policy  would  fund  entirely  the  City's  obligation  to  pay  the 
Authority  up  to  $5  million  in  LDA  Damages  if  the  City  is  unable  to  deliver  Pier  27  or  Piers  30- 
32  by  March  1,  2013  for  the  events  listed  in  the  draft  declaration,  which  include  fire  or 
unusually  severe  weather;  and 

WHEREAS,  As  an  underwriting  matter,  however,  insurers  will  not  insure  against  delays 
due  to  labor  disputes  as  they  are  considered  to  be  under  the  insured  party's  control;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Based  on  a  review  of  City  construction  project  experience  over  the  past 
several  years,  staff  believes  that  a  strike  against  the  project  is  a  remote  risk  and  one  that  the 
City  can  manage  more  directly  than  the  other  force  majeure  events  that  are  outside  of  the 
City's  control;  and 

WHEREAS,  Based  on  the  factors  above,  the  City's  Director  of  Risk  Management 
recommends  procurement  of  the  Insurance  Policy  upon  approval  of  this  Resolution  by  the 
Board;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  projected  expenditures  for  the  Events  as  reflected  in  the  City's  current 
two-year  budget  included  amounts  sufficient  to  pay  the  premium  for  the  Insurance  Policy  and 
the  deposits  to  the  Cash  Collateral  referenced  above,  subject  to  reimbursement  by  ACOC; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  changes  to  the  definition  of  force  majeure  as  specified  in 
Section  3.15  of  the  LDA  and  the  provisions  relating  to  the  LDA  Security  in  Section  4.2  of  the 
LDA  are  hereby  approved;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  this  Board  hereby  authorizes  and  directs  the  Amenca's 
Cup  Project  Director  and  the  Director  of  Risk  Management  to  take  all  steps  to  procure  the 
Insurance  Policy  described  in  this  Resolution;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  this  Board  reaffirms  its  direction  under  Resolution 
No.  109-12  to  the  America's  Cup  Project  Director  and  the  Executive  Director  of  the  Port,  as 
applicable,  to  provide  the  following  progress  reports:  (i)  to  the  City  Controller  and  the  Budget 
&  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  a  quarterly  basis,  a  report  on  (A)  ACOC 
fundraising  and  transfers  of  such  revenues  to  the  City,  (B)  Port  infrastructure  expenditures  in 
preparation  for  the  Event  and  (C)  City  operating  expenditures  for  the  Event,  including  any 
draws  upon  the  Cash  Collateral;  and  (ii)  if  ACOC  fundraising  does  not  appear  to  be  on  track  to 
enable  ACOC  to  contribute  to  the  City  amounts  sufficient  to  pay  for  City  operating 
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expenditures  and  other  amounts  to  be  reimbursed  by  ACOC  fundraising,  a  proposal  for  cost 
saving  measures  to  offset  any  siiortfali  from  Event-related  tax  and  fundraising  revenues;  and, 
be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  Tliat  this  Board  authorizes  and  urges  the  Director  of  the  Risk 
Management  Division,  the  Executive  Director  of  the  Port,  the  Director  of  the  Office  of 
Economic  and  Workforce  Development  and  any  other  appropriate  officers,  agents  or 
employees  of  the  City  to  take  any  and  all  steps  (including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  execution  and 
delivery  of  any  and  all  certificates,  agreements,  permits,  notices,  consents  and  other 
instruments  or  documents),  as  they  or  any  of  them  deems  necessary  or  appropriate,  in 
consultation  with  the  City  Attorney,  in  order  to  consummate  the  transactions  in  accordance 
with  this  Resolution,  or  to  otherwise  effectuate  the  purpose  and  intent  of  this  Resolution,  such 
determination  to  be  conclusively  evidenced  by  the  execution  and  delivery  by  any  such  person 
or  persons  of  any  such  documents;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  approves,  confirms  and  ratifies 
all  prior  actions  taken  by  the  officials,  employees  and  agents  of  the  Port  Commission  or  the 
City  with  respect  to  the  transactions  and  agreements  described  herein.

Resolution  authorizing  a  renewal  license  agreement,  with  retroactive  effective  date, 
for  telecommunications  equipment  from  American  Towers,  LLC  at  99  Moultrie  for 
use  by  the  Department  of  Technology,  the  Department  of  Emergency  Management, 
the  Police  Department  and  the  Municipal  Transportation  Agency. 

WHEREAS,  The  City  entered  into  a  First  Amendment  to  License  Agreement  for  real 
property  authorized  by  Resolution  897-98  at  99  Moultrie,  San  Francisco  consisting  of  the 
space  upon  an  existing  tower  and  associated  building  for  telecommunication  purposes  for 
use  by  the  Departments  of  Technology,  Emergency  Communications,  th  e  Police 
Department,  and  other  Departments,  for  a  term  commencing  March  1,  1998  and  self- 
renewing  annually  after  February  28,  2003,  unless  otherwise  terminated  by  City  or  property 
owner;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  occupant  departments  and  the  owner  of  the  property  desire  to  have 
a  longer  term  agreement  with  modifications  to  facilitate  placement  of  additional  antennas 
upon  the  property,  providing  the  City  greater  stability  and  reliance  on  this  asset  and  its  role 
in  the  City's  emergency  communications  network;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  order  to  provide  capacity  for  anticipated  Municipal  Transportation 
Agency  radio  replacement  project  needs,  as  well  as  potential  other  emergency 
communication  replacement  or  enhancement  projects,  additional  equipment  would  be 
necessary  at  the  property,  and  a  longer  term  commitment  is  required;  and

WHEREAS,  Finding  No.  4  states:  "The  City  has  neither  a  plan  nor  sufficient  staff  at  the 
OSLE  to  audit  employers'  surcharges  in  compliance  with  HCSO  regulations;"  and 

WHEREAS,  Finding  No.  5  states:  "San  Francisco  businesses  that  collected  surcharges 
prior  to  January  1,  2012  have  no  obligation  to  report  surcharge  receipts  to  the  City  nor 
reconcile  the  surcharges  with  health  care  expenses:"  and 

WHEREAS,  Finding  No.  6  states:  'Due  to  the  varied  wording  in  describing  surcharges 
on  consumers'  bills,  and  the  wording  of  the  ordinance,  the  auditing  of  surcharges  will  be 
difficult;"  and 

WHEREAS,  Finding  No.  7  states:  "Consumer  fraud  is  committed  if  the  consumer's 
receipt  states  that  a  surcharge  is  being  assessed  for  a  stated  purpose  and  is  not  being  used 
for  that  purpose;"  and 

WHEREAS,  Finding  No.  8  states:  "Employers  with  Health  Reimbursement  Accounts 
(HRAs)  in  2010  allocated  $62  million  for  medical  care,  reimbursed  employees  $12  million,  and

WHEREAS,  Finding  No.  9  states:  "Given  similar  demographics  the  20%  reimbursement 
rate  for  HRAs  is  well  below  the  City's  50%  reimbursement  rate  for  MRAs  due  to  lack  of 
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program  notification  to  employees,  stricter  HRA  guidelines,  and  employees'  unwillingness  to 
disclose  their  medical  conditions  to  their  employer;"  and

in  2010  paid  out  no  medical  expenses  for  their  employees;"  and

two  or  more  HRAs,  likely  with  differing  guidelines  for  what  constitutes  medical  expenses  and 
with  differing  time  limits;"  and

funds  could  be  a  motivating  force  for  employers  to  restrict  employee  access  to  these  funds;"

WHEREAS,  Finding  No.  14  states:  "By  submitting  personal  medical  invoices  directly  to 
their  employers,  employees  are  forced  to  reveal  their  medical  history  and  current  health 
conditions  to  their  employers;"  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Recommendation  No.  1  states:  "Disallow  employers  subject  to  the 
Office  of  Labor  Standards  Enforcement  regulations  from  adding  surcharges  on  customers*  bill 
to  pay  for  HCSO  employer  mandates  and  mandated  paid  sick  days;"  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Recommendation  No.  2  states:  "The  Office  of  the  Treasurer  and  Tax 
Collector  investigate  the  under-reporting  of  sales  taxes  on  surcharges;"  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Recommendafion  No.  3  states:  "The  District  Attorney  open  an 
investigation  to  review  the  Jury's  survey  findings  for  possible  consumer  fraud;"  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Recommendation  No.  4  states:  "Disallow  the  use  of  the  employer  HRA 
option;"  and 
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WHEREAS,  the  Recommendation  No.  5  states:  "Eliminate  time  limits  for  employees  to

WHEREAS,  in  accordance  with  Penal  Code  Section  933.05(c),  the  Board  of

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  reports  to  the  Presiding  Judge  of  the 
Superior  Court  that  it  partially  disagrees  with  Finding  1  for  reasons  as  follows:  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  passed  legislation  amending  the  Health  Care  Security  Ordinance  (HCSO)  in 
November  201 1  that  directed  the  Office  of  Labor  Standards  and  Enforcement  (OLSE)  to  begin 
collecting  data  from  employers  for  inclusion  in  its  annual  report  on  employer  compliance  with 
the  HCSO.  As  a  result,  this  information  was  required  in  the  2011  annual  reporting  forms, 
distributed  to  employers  in  March  2012  by  the  OLSE.  As  of  January  2012,  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code  Section  14.3(d)  requires  all  Covered  Employers  to  inform  OLSE  on  an 
annual  basis  if  they  add  a  surcharge  for  the  purpose  of  covering,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  cost 
of  the  employer  expenditure  mandate.

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  reports  that  it  disagrees  with 
Finding  2  for  reasons  as  follows:  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  legislation  amending  the 
HCSO  in  November  of  201 1  directing  OLSE  to  begin  collecting  data  from  employers  regarding 
the  amount  of  money  collected  from  surcharges  to  cover  employee  health  care  and  the 
amount  of  health  care  expenditures  made  on  behalf  of  employees.  That  legislation  requires  all 
Covered  Employers  to  inform  OLSE  on  an  annual  basis  whether  they  add  a  surcharge  for  the 
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purpose  of  covering,  in  whole  or  in  part,  tiie  cost  of  tine  employer  expenditure  mandate.  The 
City  also  requires  the  reporting  of  all  healthcare  expenditures  for  covered  employees.  This 
information  is  reported  annually  in  the  OLSE  "Analysis  of  the  Health  Care  Security 
Ordinance."  Further,  in  October  of  201 1 ,  the  District  Attorne/s  OfTice  opened  a  preliminary 
review  into  this  issue;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  reports  that  it  disagrees  with 
Finding  3  for  reasons  as  follows:  the  Board  of  Supervisors  refers  to  the  response  of  the  City

Effective  January  2012,  as  per  an  amendment  to  the  HCSO  passed  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  and  signed  by  the  Mayor  in  November  201 1 ,  if  the  amount  of 
surcharges  collected  for  employee  health  care  exceeds  the  amount  spent  on  employee  health 
care,  the  employer  must  irrevocably  pay  or  designate  an  amount  equal  to  that  difference  for 
health  care  benefits  for  its  employees;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  reports  that  it  partially 
disagrees  with  Finding  6  for  reasons  as  follows:  the  Board  of  Supervisors  defers  to  the 
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response  of  OLSE,  "The  Ordinance  regulates  surcharges  imposed  on  customers  "to  cover  in 
whole  or  in  part  the  costs  of  the  health  care  expenditure  requirement."  It  will  be  difficult  in 
some  circumstances  to  determine  which,  if  any,  portion  of  a  surcharge  is  imposed  on 
customers  for  this  specific  purpose.  However,  the  OLSE  will  work  to  ensure  that  employers 
understand  this  provision  of  the  Ordinance  and  are  in  compliance  with  it";  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  reports  that  it  agrees  with 
Finding  7;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  reports  that  it  disagrees  with 
Finding  8  for  reasons  as  follows:  the  Board  of  Supervisors  defers  to  the  response  of  OLSE, 
"The  OLSE's  Analysis  of  the  2010  Annual  Reporting  Forms  provides  that  employers  allocated 
$62  million  to  all  types  of  health  care  reimbursement  programs-not  only  HRAs,  but  also  other 
types  of  reimbursement  programs  such  as  Flexible  Spending  Accounts  (FSAs),  Health  Saving 
Accounts  (HSAs)  and  Medical  Spending  Accounts  (MSAs).  The  $12  million  represents  the 
amount  that  employers  reported  reimbursing  to  employees  from  all  of  these  types  of  accounts. 
The  Annual  Reporting  Form  did  not  ask  employers  to  report  what  happened  to  the  $50  million 
in  unreimbursed  funds.  These  allocations  and  reimbursements  were  reported  by  2,960 
employers  who  submitted  2010  Annual  Reporting  Forms  to  the  OLSE";  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  reports  that  it  disagrees  with 
Finding  9  for  reasons  as  follows:  the  City  and  County  does  not  know  the  demographics  of 
employers  and  employees  using  Medical  Reimbursement  Accounts  (MRA)  versus  HRA 
accounts.  Similarly,  there  is  no  data  stating  the  reasons  behind  the  differing  reimbursement 
rates.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  made  amendments  to  the  HCSO  in  November  of  201 1  and 
believes  that  they  will  help  increase  reimbursement  rates  for  HRA's  and  other  reimbursement 
programs  through  increased  notification  and  the  requirement  that  contributions  be  available 
for  24  months;  and,  be  it 
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FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  reports  that  it  partially 
disagrees  with  Finding  10  for  reasons  as  follows:  the  Board  of  Supervisors  defers  to  the 
response  of  OLSE;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  reports  that  it  partially 
disagrees  with  Finding  1 1  for  reasons  as  follows:  while  there  could  be  two  or  more  HRA's, 
time  limits  are  now  standardized  as  per  amendments  made  to  the  HCSO  in  November  of 
2011;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  reports  that  it  partially 
disagrees  with  Finding  12  for  reasons  as  follows:  the  Board  of  Supervisors  defers  to  the 
response  of  the  City  Attorney,  "The  City  Attorney  agrees  that  HRAs  may  not  be  an  allowable 
option  under  the  Affordable  Care  Act,  but  this  question  will  likely  be  answered  definitively  by 
forthcoming  regulations  from  the  Secretary  of  Health  and  Human  Services";  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  reports  that  it  partially 
disagrees  with  Finding  13  for  reasons  as  follows:  under  the  previous  law  this  could  have  been 
the  case.  Under  the  recent  amendments  which  became  effective  in  2012,  this  issue  is 
addressed  in  a  variety  of  ways  -  including  posting  and  quarterly  notice  requirements  so  that 
employees  are  aware  of  their  benefits  and  how  to  use  them,  and  by  requiring  all  unused 
monies  to  remain  with  the  employee  for  a  minimum  of  24  months,  and  for  at  least  90  days 
post  separation  from  employment.  In  addition,  the  law  now  requires  that  any  benefit  plan  must 
be  structured  as  to  be  "reasonably  calculated  to  benefit  the  employee."  OLSE  now  has  the 
authority  to  determine  that  an  overly  restrictive  reimbursement  account  is  not  designed  to 
reasonably  benefit  the  employee  and  therefore  the  account  would  not  be  considered  a 
qualifying  expenditure  under  the  HCSO.  Previously,  there  may  have  been  financial  incentives 
for  restricting  information  and  benefits,  but  the  new  law  that  went  into  effect  in  January  2012 
addresses  any  potential  financial  incentives  for  restricting  HRAs;  and,  be  it 
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FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  reports  that  it  partially 
disagrees  with  Finding  14  for  reasons  as  follows:  there  are  a  range  of  privacy  regulations 
affording  employee  protection  regarding  health  status  and  the  majority  of  HRA's  are 
administered  by  a  third  party,  according  to  OLSE's  data.  Eighty-five  percent  (85%)  of 
employers  use  third-party  administrators  or  provide  the  type  of  benefit  that  would  never 
require  the  employee  to  provide  the  employer  with  health  information.  For  those  plans  that  are 
self-administered,  many  employers  build  in  other  safe  guards  to  ensure  that  private  health 
information  is  kept  confidential.  That  being  said,  if  there  is  data  showing  privacy  concerns  on 
the  part  of  employees,  then  the  Board  of  Supervisors  will  address  this  in  future  policy 
discussions;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  reports  that  it  will  not 
implement  Recommendation  1  for  reasons  as  follows:  recent  amendments  to  the  HSCO 
which  became  effective  in  January  2012  adequately  address  the  issue  of  consumer  fraud. 
The  Board  of  Supervisors  supports  businesses  identifying  how  to  cover  their  costs  within  their 
individual  business  models,  as  long  as  it  is  done  in  compliance  with  the  HCSO;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  reports  that  it  will  not 
implement  Recommendation  2  for  reasons  as  follows:  such  investigations  are  within  the 
purview  of  the  State  Board  of  Equalization  not  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco's 
Treasurer  and  Tax  Collector;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  reports  that  it  will  not 
implement  Recommendation  3  for  reasons  as  follows:  the  Board  of  Supervisors  defers  to  the 
District  Attorney's  ongoing  investigation  of  the  issue.  The  Board  does  not  have  the  power  to 
require  the  Office  of  the  District  Attorney  to  pursue  investigations  so  the  recommendation

Resolution  in  Support  of  Reducing  Greenhouse  Gas  Pollution  Under  the  Clean  Air  Act. 

WHEREAS,  The  decade  from  2000  to  201 0  was  the  warmest  on  record,  and  2005  and 
2010  tied  for  the  hottest  years  on  record;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Environmental  Protection  Agency  determined  that  current  and  future 
greenhouse  gas  concentrations  endanger  public  health,  and  according  to  the  Global 
Humanitarian  Forum  climate  change  is  already  responsible  every  year  for  some  300,000 
deaths,  325  million  people  seriously  affected,  and  economic  losses  worldwide  of  U.S.  $125 
billion;  and 

WHEREAS,  Extreme  weather  events,  most  notably  heat  waves  and  precipitation 
extremes,  are  striking  with  increased  frequency,  with  deadly  consequences  for  people  and 
wildlife;  in  the  United  States  in  201 1  alone,  a  record  fourteen  weather  and  climate  disasters 
occurred,  including  droughts,  heat  waves,  and  floods,  that  cost  $1  billion  or  more  in  damages 
each;  and 

WHEREAS,  By  mid-century,  the  city  could  see  three  to  four  times  as  many  extreme 
heat  days  as  we  do  today  with  related  increases  in  hospitalizations  and  deaths,  especially  for 
vulnerable  populations  of  seniors,  young  children,  and  those  living  in  low-income 
neighborhoods;  and 

WHEREAS,  Climate  change  is  affecting  food  security  by  negatively  impacting  the 
growth  and  yields  of  important  crops,  and  droughts,  floods  and  changes  in  snowpack  are 
altering  water  supplies;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Scientists  have  concluded  that  by  2100  as  many  as  one  in  ten  species 
may  be  on  the  verge  of  extinction  due  to  climate  change;  and 

WHEREAS,  Rising  sea  levels,  reduced  snow  pack  in  the  Sierras,  and  extreme  weather 
are  issues  that  are  beginning  to  affect  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area;  sea  level  rise  in  the  Bay 
Area  is  expected  to  increase  by  sixteen  inches  by  2050  and  fifty-five  inches  by  2100:  and 
runways  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport,  primary  transportation  arteries  such  as 
Highway  101  and  miles  of  shoreline  and  parks  could  be  underwater,  which  could  result  in  $62 
billion  worth  of  infrastructure  damage  in  the  Bay  Area;  and 

WHEREAS,  For  four  decades,  the  Clean  Air  Act  has  protected  our  air  through  a 
proven,  comprehensive,  successful  system  of  pollution  control  that  saves  lives  and  creates 
economic  benefits  exceeding  its  costs  by  many  times;  and 

WHEREAS,  With  the  Clean  Air  Act,  air  quality  in  this  country  has  improved  significantly 
since  1970,  despite  major  growth  both  in  our  economy  and  industrial  production;  and 

WHEREAS,  Between  1970  and  1990,  the  six  main  pollutants  covered  by  the  Clean  Air 
Act  —  particulate  matter,  ground-level  ozone,  carbon  monoxide,  lead,  sulfur  and  nitrogen 
oxides  —  were  reduced  by  between  47%  and  93%,  and  airborne  lead  was  virtually  eliminated; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  Clean  Air  Act  has  produced  economic  benefits  valued  at  $2  trillion  or 
30  times  the  cost  of  regulation;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has  been  a  leader  in  the  fight 
against  climate  change  and  for  clean  air,  having  (a)  issued  the  Climate  Action  Plan  in  2004, 
which  aims  to  reduce  the  city's  carbon  emissions  to  20%  below  1990  levels  by  2012,  25%  by 
2017,  40%  by  2025,  and  80%  by  2050,  and  has  already  reduced  emissions  14.5%  below 
1990  levels  as  of  2010;  (b)  asked  each  city  department  to  produce  a  climate  action  plan 
annually;  (c)  established  the  San  Francisco  Carbon  Fund  in  2009  to  support  initiatives  to 
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reduce  the  city's  carbon  footprint ;  and  (d)  passed  CleanPowerSF,  a  program  that  will  provide 
the  residents  of  San  Francisco  with  the  opportunity  to  consume  100%  renewable  energy;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Center  for  Biological  Diversity  is  spearheading  an  effort  calling  on 
U.S.  cities  to  pass  a  resolution  urging  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  and  President 
Obama  to  use  the  Clean  Air  Act  to  curb  climate  change;  as  of  October  201 1 ,  thirty-six  cities 
had  passed  resolutions  in  support  of  the  Clean  Air  Cities  campaign;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Commission  on  the  Environment  passed  a  resolution 
on  September  20,  2012  urging  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  to  pass  a  resolution  in 
support  of  the  Clean  Air  Cities  campaign;  now,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  joins  thirty-six  other  U.S.  cities  in 
supporting  the  Center  for  Biological  Diversity's  Clean  Air  Act  Campaign  and  hereby  urges  the

WHEREAS,  One  initiative,  entitled  "The  School  and  Local  Public  Safety  Protection  Act 
of  2012",  is  the  sponsored  by  Governor  Jerry  Brown,  and  supported  by  the  California 
Federation  of  Teachers,  and  the  California  Teachers  Association;  and  all  other  statewide 
employee  and  management  education  organizations  including  the  California  School  Boards 
Association,  and 

WHEREAS,  The  other  initiative,  entitled  "Our  Children,  Our  Future:  Local  Schools  and 
Early  Education  Investment  and  Bond  Debt  Reduction  Act",  is  sponsored  by  the  Advancement 
Project,  civil  rights  attorney  Molly  Munger  and  the  California  State  Parent  Teacher 
Association;  and  also  supported  by  the  California  School  Boards  Association,  and 

WHEREAS,  Both  initiatives  would  benefit  public  school  by  lessening,  but  not 
eliminating,  the  impacts  of  drastic  budget  cuts  to  school  districts  throughout  the  States  of 
California;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  District's  current  budget  reductions  for  the  2012-13  school  year  will 
result  in  numerous  personnel  reductions,  program  reductions,  and  services  essential  to

services  for  students;  and 

WHEREAS,  Base  on  the  fact  that  either  initiative,  if  passed  by  the  electorate,  would 
serve  to  mitigate,  in  part,  the  drastic  budget  cuts  impacting  the  District,  and 

WHEREAS,  The  failure  of  the  both  initiative  would  trigger  a  $5  5  billion  mid-year  cut  to 
California's  public  school,  resulting  in  the  likely  further  reduction  of  instructional  days  for 
students  as  well  as  salary  cuts  for  teachers  and  other  school  employees,  and 

WHEREAS,  In  the  event  both  initiative  pass,  conflicts  between  provisions  would  be 
resolved  through  legal  means  and  not  result  in  double  taxation  for  taxpayers,  and

WHEREAS,  Tine  San  Francisco  Recreation  and  Park  Department  (RPD)  maintains  and 
operates  real  property  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (City)  bounded  by  Geary, 
Powell,  Post  and  Stockton  Streets  known  as  "Union  Square  Park";  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  (SFI\/ITA)  is 
undertaking  construction  of  the  Central  Subway  Project  (the  Project),  which  is  designed  to 
address  mobility  and  transit  deficiencies  in  the  northeastern  part  of  San  Francisco  by 
improving  connections  from  the  northeastern  part  of  the  City  to  communities  in  the 
southeastern  part  for  the  City  and  improving  reliability  of  transit  services;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  will  include  the  construction  of  three  subway  stations, 
including  one  with  an  entrance  in  Union  Square  Park,  known  as  the  Union  Square  Market 
Street  (UMS)  Station;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Planning  Commission  on  August  7,  2008,  certified  the 
Final  Environmental  Impact  Statement  /  Environmental  Impact  Report  (SEIS/SEIR)  for  the 
Project,  and  on  August  19,  2008,  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  Board 
of  Directors  approved  the  Project  in  Resolution  No.  08-150,  which  can  be  found  in  Board  of 
Supervisors  file  No.  081138,  which  resolution  included  findings  under  the  California 
Environmental  Quality  Act  (CEQA),  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Planning  Department  staff  has  reviewed  the  current  status  of  the 
Central  Subway  Project,  including  the  UMS  Station  design,  and  in  a  memorandum  to  the  file 
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dated  September  12,  2012,  which  can  be  found  in  Board  of  Supervisors'  File  No.  120981 , 
has  confirmed  that  there  have  been  no  substantial  changes  proposed  for  the  Project,  and  no 
substantial  changes  in  Project  circumstances,  that  would  require  major  revisions  to  the 
SEIS/SEIR  due  to  the  involvement  of  new  significant  environmental  effects  or  a  substantial 
increase  in  the  severity  of  previously  identified  significant  impacts;  and  that  there  is  no  new 
information  of  substantial  importance  that  was  not  known  and  could  not  have  been  known  at 
the  time  the  SEIS/SEIR  was  certified,  that  shows  significant  environmental  effects  not 
discussed  in  the  SEIS/SEIR,  a  substantial  increase  in  the  severity  of  previously  examined 
significant  effects,  or  that  unadopted  mitigation  measures  or  alternatives  previously  found  not 
to  be  feasible,  would  be  feasible  and  capable  of  substantially  reducing  one  or  more  of  the 
significant  effects  of  the  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  SFMTA  staff  presented  the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission  with  its  final 
plans  for  the  construction  of  structures  required  for  the  UMS  Station  in  the  southeastern 
corner  of  Union  Square  Park,  consisting  of  an  escalator,  stairs,  two  elevators,  emergency 
ventilation  equipment,  glass  deck  (public  space)  and  ancillary  components  such  as  overhead 
doors  to  close  off  the  station  entrance,  as  shown  in  Exhibit  1  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  120981,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  motion  as  if  set 
forth  fully  herein;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFMTA  has  designed  the  UMS  Station  Entrance,  which  is  the  only 
visible  portion  of  the  UMS  Station  in  the  Park,  to  be  as  compact  as  possible  in  both  plan  and 
elevation  to  preserve  open  space,  and  to  blend  in  with  its  surroundings  by  mimicking  the 
existing  retaining  walls  and  planter  terraces  and  by  incorporating  existing  treatments, 
materials  and  finishes;  and 

WHEREAS,  Approximately  2,135  square  feet  of  exterior  park  space,  which  is  less  than 
two  percent  of  the  2.6-acre  (113,256  square  feet)  Union  Square  Park,  will  be  redesigned  or 
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used  in  some  respect  for  UMS  Station  facilities,  and  1,410  square  feet  of  that  2,135  square 
feet  will  continue  to  be  some  form  of  pedestrian  open  space  or  landscaped  area;  and 

WHEREAS,  Although  the  Union  Square  Station  Entrance  will  displace  approximately 
1 ,200  feet  of  terraced  seating  on  the  surface  of  the  Park,  the  roof  of  the  station  entrance  will 
incorporate  approximately  950  square  feet  of  a  translucent  glass  walk-on  roof  deck,  resulting 
in  a  net  loss  of  only  250  square  feet  of  the  open  space  that  was  previously  occupied  by 
terraced  seating;  and 

WHEREAS,  At  its  meeting  on  September  20,  2012,  the  Recreation  and  Park 
Commission  found  that  the  construction  of  the  surface  and  subsurface  structures  in  Union 
Square  Park  for  the  UMS  Station  is  consistent  with  and  supportive  of  a  recreational  purpose 
as  required  by  Charter  Section  4.1 13  because  the  proposed  use  (1)  will  occupy  an 
insubstantial  portion  of  the  surface  area  of  the  Park  and  impact  less  than  2  percent  of  the 
Park's  total  square  footage;  (2)  will  not  substantially  impair  or  interfere  with  the  use  and 
enjoyment  of  the  Park  for  recreational  purposes  because  of  the  location  and  dimension  of  the 
proposed  structures,  and  the  nature  and  existing  use  of  the  affected  park  area;  and  (3)  will 
substantially  improve  public  access  to  and  from  the  Park,  thereby  enhancing  the  Park's  use 
and  enjoyment  by  the  public;  and

shortage  of  safe  and  sanitary  housing  within  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City"), 

particularly  for  low  and  moderate  income  persons,  and  that  it  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
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residents  of  the  City  and  in  furtherance  of  the  health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  the  public  for  the 
City  to  assist  in  the  financing  of  multi-family  rental  housing  units;  and 

WHEREAS,  Acting  under  and  pursuant  to  the  powers  reserved  to  the  City  under 
Sections  3,  5,  and  7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  California  and  Sections 
1.101  and  9. 1 07  of  the  Charter,  the  City  has  enacted  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
Residential  Mortgage  Revenue  Bond  Law  (the  "City  Law"),  constituting  Article  I  of  Chapter  43 
of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  in  order  to  establish  a  procedure  for  the 
authorization,  issuance  and  sale  of  residential  mortgage  revenue  bonds  by  the  City  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  funds  to  encourage  the  availability  of  adequate  housing  and  home 
finance  for  persons  and  families  of  low  or  moderate  income,  and  to  develop  viable 
communities  by  providing  decent  housing,  enhanced  living  environments,  and  increased 
economic  opportunities  for  persons  and  families  of  low  or  moderate  income;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  addition,  pursuant  to  Division  31  of  the  Health  and  Safety  Code  of  the 
State  of  California,  and  particularly  Chapter  7  of  Part  5  thereof  (the  "State  Law"),  the  City  is 
empowered  to  issue  and  sell  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  making  mortgage  loans  or  otherwise 
providing  funds  to  finance  the  development  of  multi-family  rental  housing  including  units  for 
lower  income  households  and  very  low  income  households;  and 

WHEREAS,  Martin  Building  Company  (or  any  successor  thereto  including  any 
successor  owner  of  the  Project,  the  "Developer"),  desires  to  construct  a  121 -unit  residential 
rental  housing  development  located  at  1401-1415  Mission  Street  (the  "Project");  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Developer  has  requested  that  the  City  assist  in  the  financing  of  the 
Project  through  the  issuance  of  one  or  more  series  of  tax-exempt  mortgage  revenue  bonds 
(the  "Bonds");  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  expects  that  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  used  to  pay  certain 
costs  incurred  in  connection  with  the  Project  prior  to  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  Bonds;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  City  intends  to  issue  the  Bonds  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
$50,000,000  and  to  loan  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  to  the  Developer  (the  "Loan")  to  finance 
the  costs  of  the  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  determined  that  the  moneys  advanced  and 
to  be  advanced  to  pay  certain  expenditures  of  the  Project  are  or  will  be  available  only  for  a 
temporary  period  and  it  is  necessary  to  reimburse  such  expenditures  with  respect  to  the 
Project  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  1.150-2  of  the  United  States  Treasury  Regulations  requires  that 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  declare  its  reasonable  official  intent  to  reimburse  prior  expenditures 
for  the  Project  with  proceeds  of  the  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  interest  on  the  Bonds  may  qualify  for  tax  exemption  under  Section 
103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended  (the  "Code"),  only  if  the  Bonds  are 
approved  in  accordance  with  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  now  wishes  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  in  order  to 
satisfy  the  public  approval  requirements  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  is  located  wholly  within  the  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  September  25,  2012,  the  City  caused  a  notice  stating  that  a  public 
hearing  with  respect  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  would  be  held  by  the  Mayor's  Office  of 
Housing  on  October  12,  2012,  to  appear  in  The  San  Francisco  Examiner,  which  is  a 
newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  held  the  public  hearing  described  above  on 
October  12,  2012  and  an  opportunity  was  provided  for  persons  to  comment  on  the  issuance  of 
the  Bonds  and  the  Project;  and  the  minutes  of  such  hearing  were  provided  to  this  Board  of 
Supervisors  prior  to  this  meeting;  and 
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WHEREAS,  This  Board  of  Supervisors  is  the  elected  legislative  body  of  the  City  and  is 
the  applicable  elected  representative  authorized  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  within 
the  meaning  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  146  of  the  Code  limits  the  amount  of  tax-exempt  private  activity 
bonds,  which  include  qualified  mortgage  bonds,  that  may  be  issued  in  any  calendar  year  by 
entities  within  a  state  and  authorizes  the  legislature  of  each  state  to  provide  the  method  of 
allocating  authority  to  issue  tax-exempt  private  activity  bonds  within  the  respective  state;  and 

WHEREAS,  Chapter  1 1 .8  of  Division  1  of  Title  2  of  the  Government  Code  of  the  State 
of  California  governs  the  allocation  in  the  State  of  California  of  the  state  ceiling  established  by 
Section  146  of  the  Code  among  governmental  units  in  the  State  having  the  authority  to  issue 
tax-exempt  private  activity  bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  8869.85(b)  of  the  Government  Code  requires  that  a  local  agency 
file  an  application  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  with  or  upon  the  direction  of  the  California 
Debt  Allocation  Committee  ("CDLAC")  prior  to  the  issuance  of  tax-exempt  private  activity 
bonds,  including  qualified  mortgage  bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  CDLAC  procedures  require  an  applicant  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  to 
certify  to  CDLAC  that  applicant  has  on  deposit  an  amount  equal  to  one-half  of  one  percent 
(1/2%)  of  the  amount  of  allocation  requested  not  to  exceed  $100,000;  now,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  and  determines  that  the  foregoing  recitals 
are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopts  this  Resolution  for  purposes  of 
establishing  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  1.150-2  of  the  United  States 
Treasury  Regulations.  This  Resolution  does  not  bind  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  issue  the 
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Bonds,  approve  the  Loan  or  to  make  any  expenditure,  incur  any  indebtedness  or  proceed  with 
the  Project. 

Section  3.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  declares  its  official  intent  under  United 
States  Treasury  Regulations  Section  1.150-2  to  use  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  to  reimburse 
expenditures  incurred  in  connection  with  the  Project.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  further 
declares  its  intent  to  use  such  proceeds  to  reimburse  the  Developer  for  actual  expenditures 
made  by  the  Developer  on  the  Project. 

Section  4.  On  the  date  of  the  expenditure  to  be  reimbursed,  all  reimbursable  costs  of 
the  Project  will  be  of  a  type  properly  chargeable  to  a  capital  account  under  general  federal 
income  tax  principles. 

Section  5.  The  maximum  principal  amount  of  debt  expected  to  be  issued  for  the  Project 
is  $50,000,000. 

Section  6.  This  Board  of  Supervisors,  as  the  applicable  elected  representative  of  the 
governmental  unit  having  jurisdiction  over  the  area  in  which  the  Project  is  located,  hereby 
approves  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  for  purposes  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code. 

Section  7.  This  approval  of  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  is  neither  an 
approval  of  the  underlying  credit  issues  of  the  proposed  Project  nor  an  approval  of  the 
financial  structure  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  8.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes  the  Director  or  his  designee  of 
the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  (the  "Director"),  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  submit  an  application 
(the  "Application"),  and  such  other  documents  as  may  be  required,  to  CDLAC  pursuant  to 
Government  Code  Section  8869.85  for  an  allocation  for  the  Project  of  a  portion  of  the  state 
ceiling  for  private  activity  bonds  in  a  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $50,000,000. 

Section  9.  An  amount  equal  to  $100,000  ("Deposit")  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  held  on 
deposit  in  connection  with  the  Application  and  the  applicable  CDLAC  procedures,  and  the 
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Director  is  authorized  to  certify  to  CDLAC  that  such  funds  are  available;  which  Deposit  shall 
consist  of  a  restriction  on  cash  in  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund  established  pursuant  to  Section  515.01 
of  Article  7  of  the  San  Francisco  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code  (the  "Hotel  Tax  Fund"). 

Section  10.  If  the  City  receives  a  CDLAC  allocation  and  the  applicable  issuance 
requirements  are  not  met,  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  an 
amount  equal  to  the  Deposit  to  be  paid  to  the  CDLAC  (or  to  its  order)  from  the  Hotel  Tax 
Fund,  if  required  by  CDLAC. 

Section  11.  The  officers  and  employees  of  the  City  and  the  Director  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed,  jointly  and  severally,  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary  or  advisable 
to  consummate  the  receipt  of  an  allocation  from  CDLAC  and  otherwise  effectuate  the 
purposes  of  this  Resolution,  and  all  actions  previously  taken  by  such  officers  and  employees 
with  respect  to  the  Project,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  submission  of  the  application  to 
CDLAC,  are  hereby  ratified  and  approved. 

Section  12.  This  Resolution  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  adoption  by  the  Board 
and  approval  by  the  Mayor.

Resolution  ratifying  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  declares  the  month  of  October  2012 
as  Domestic  Violence  Awareness  Month  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

WHEREAS,  In  1981 ,  the  National  Coalition  Against  Domestic  Violence,  in  an  effort  to 
connect  battered  women's  advocates  across  the  nation,  organized  a  week  of  a  series  of 
activities  conducted  at  the  local,  State  and  federal  levels.  So  as  to  mourn  those  who  had  died 
because  of  domestic  violence,  to  celebrate  those  who  had  survived  and  to  connect  those  who 
continually  work  to  end  violence;  and, 

WHEREAS,  As  a  result  if  these  efforts,  in  October  1987,  the  first  Domestic  Violence 
Awareness  Month  was  observed,  followed  by  the  first  Domestic  Violence  Awareness  Month 
Commemorative  Legislation,  which  was  passed  by  the  U.S.  Congress;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Domestic  violence  is  a  crime  and  does  not  discriminate,  crossing  all  ethnic, 
racial,  political,  class  and  gender  lines;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Domestic  violence  involves  the  systematic  use  offeree,  threats  and 
intimidation  to  establish  and  maintain  control  of  the  victim;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Each  year  domestic  violence  and  organizations  and  their  allies  sponsor 
activities  to  raise  awareness  about  domestic  violence  and  abuse  at  the  national  level;  and, 

WHEREAS,  15.5  million  children  in  the  United  States  live  in  families  in  which  domestic 
violence  occurred  at  least  once  in  the  past  year,  and  seven  million  children  live  in  families  in 
which  severe  domestic  violence  occurred;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Children  of  mothers  who  are  victims  of  domestic  violence  are  six  times 
more  likely  than  other  children  to  die  before  the  age  of  five;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Only  approximately  one-quarter  of  all  physical  assaults,  one-fifth  of  all 
rapes,  and  one-half  of  all  stalking  incidents  perpetrated  against  women  by  intimate  partners 
are  reported  to  the  police;  and, 

WHEREAS,  It  is  know  that  over  one-third  of  women  in  the  United  States  are  killed  by 
their  current  or  former  partners;  and 

WHEREAS,  Each  year,  over  eight  million  children  witness  violence  between  their 
parents  and  later  these  children  are  at  a  40%  greater  risk  than  those  from  non-violent  homes 
to  develop  emotional  and  behavior  problems;  and 

WHEREAS,  Research  indicates  that  partner  violence  is  highly  correlated  with  parental 
violence  upon  children.  Those  children  who  have  been  subjected  to  parental  abuse,  or  who 
have  been  witness  to  assaults  between  their  parents,  may  experience  the  following  symptoms: 
Post  Traumatic  Stress  Disorder,  low  self-esteem,  anxiety,  depression,  attention  and  cognitive 
deficits,  school  problems,  poor  peer  relations  and  delinquent  behavior  as  adolescents;  now,

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  (SFPUC)  has  developed 
and  approved  a  project  description  for  the  San  Antonio  Backup  Pipeline  Project  (SABPL), 
Project  No  CUW37403,  which  is  a  water  infrastructure  project  included  as  part  of  the  Water 
System  Improvement  Program  (WSIP);  and 

WHEREAS,  SFPUC  staff  has  developed  and  approved  additional  design  refinements 
subsequent  to  the  publication  of  the  Draft  Environmental  Impact  Report  (EIR)  that  are  part  of 
the  SABPL  project,  including  Pumping  Variant  1  (the  Project)  as  described  in  the  Comments

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the 
"Board")  desires  to  provide  for  a  portion  of  the  costs  of  the  acquisition  and  construction  by 
New  Jamestown  LP,  a  California  limited  partnership  (the  "Borrower"),  of  a  196-unit  multi- 
family  residential  rental  development  located  at  833-881  Jamestown  Street,  San  Francisco, 
California,  known  as  "Candlestick  Heights  Apartments"  (the  "Project"),  to  provide  housing  for 
persons  and  families  of  low  income  and  very  low  income  through  the  issuance  of  a  multifamily 
housing  revenue  note;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  is  authorized  to  issue 
revenue  obligations  to  provide  financing  for  multifamily  rental  hbusTh^^piDM^nt  to  the  Charter 
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of  the  City,  Article  I  of  Chapter  43  of  the  Administrative  Code  of  the  City  and,  to  the  extent 
applicable.  Chapter  7  of  Part  5  of  Division  31  (commencing  with  Section  52075)  of  the  Health 
and  Safety  Code  of  the  State  of  California  ("Health  and  Safety  Code"),  as  now  in  effect  and  as 
it  may  from  time  to  time  hereafter  be  amended  or  supplemented  (collectively,  the  "Act");  and 

WHEREAS,  In  order  for  interest  on  the  Note  (hereinafter  defined)  to  be  excluded  from 
gross  income  of  the  holder  thereof  pursuant  to  Section  103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of 
1986,  as  amended  (the  "Code"),  the  issuance  of  the  Note  must  be  approved  in  accordance 
with  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  is  the  elected  legislative  body  of  the  City  and  an  "applicable 
elected  representative"  for  purposes  of  approving  the  issuance  of  the  Note  within  the  meaning 
of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  March  13,  2012,  a  hearing  by  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  with

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  Resolution  No.  157-12  adopted  by  this  Board  of  Supervisors 
on  May  1,  2012  and  approved  by  the  Mayor  on  May  8,  2012,  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  as  the 
applicable  elected  representative,  approved  the  issuance  of  the  Note  and  the  Project  for

WHEREAS,  There  has  been  prepared  and  presented  to  the  Board  for  consideration  at 
this  meeting  the  documentation  required  for  the  issuance  of  the  Note,  and  such 
documentation  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  (the  "Clerk  of  the  Board");

RESOLVED,  by  this  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  as 
follows: 

Section  1 .  Approval  of  Recitals.  The  Board  hereby  finds  and  declares  that  the  above 
recitals  are  true  and  correct 

Section  2.  Approval  of  Issuance  of  Note.  In  accordance  with  the  Act  and  the  Funding 
Loan  Agreement  (hereinafter  defined),  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  and  deliver  a 
revenue  note  of  the  City,  which  note  comprises  a  Governmental  Lender  Note  under  the 
Funding  Loan  Agreement,  such  note  to  be  designated  as  "City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
California  Multifamily  Housing  Revenue  Note  (Candlestick  Heights  Apartments),  2012  Series 
D,"  or  such  other  designation  as  may  be  necessary  or  appropriate  to  distinguish  such  Note 
from  any  other  bonds  or  notes  of  the  City,  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed 
Seventy  Million  Dollars  ($70,000,000)  (the  "Note"),  with  an  interest  rate  not  to  exceed  twelve 
percent  (12%)  per  annum  for  the  Note,  and  which  shall  have  a  final  maturity  date  not  later 
than  October  1,  2047.  The  Note  shall  be  in  the  form  set  forth  in  and  otherwise  in  accordance 
with  the  Funding  Loan  Agreement  (defined  below),  and  shall  be  executed  by  the  manual 
signature  of  the  Mayor  of  the  City  (the  "Mayor")  and  attested  by  the  manual  or  facsimile 
signature  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Board. 
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Section  3.  Approval  of  Funding  Loan  Agreement.  The  Funding  Loan  Agreement  (the 
"Funding  Loan  Agreement"),  by  and  among  the  City,  Citibank,  N.A.,  as  funding  lender  (the 
"Funding  Lender")  and  U.S.  Bank  National  Association,  as  fiscal  agent,  in  the  form  presented 
to  the  Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  is  hereby  approved.  Each 
of  the  Mayor,  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing,  the  Housing  Development  Director 
of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  or  any  Authorized  Governmental  Lender  Representative  (as 
such  term  is  defined  in  the  Funding  Loan  Agreement)  (collectively,  the  "Authorized 
Representatives"  and  each,  an  "Authorized  Representative")  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute 
the  Funding  Loan  Agreement,  approved  as  to  form  by  the  City  Attorney  of  the  City  (the  "City 
Attorney"),  in  substantially  said  form,  together  with  such  additions  thereto  and  changes  therein 
as  the  City  Attorney  and  Co-Note  Counsel  may  approve  or  recommend  in  accordance  with 
Section  7  hereof. 

Section  4.  Approval  of  Borrower  Loan  Agreement.  The  Borrower  Loan  Agreement  (the 
"Borrower  Loan  Agreement"),  by  and  between  the  City  and  the  Borrower,  in  the  form 
presented  to  the  Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  is  hereby 
approved.  Each  Authorized  Representative  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  Borrower 
Loan  Agreement,  approved  as  to  form  by  the  City  Attorney,  in  substantially  said  form,  together 
with  such  additions  thereto  and  changes  therein  as  the  City  Attorney  and  Co-Note  Counsel 
may  approve  or  recommend  in  accordance  with  Section  7  hereof. 

Section  5.  Approval  of  Regulatory  Agreement  and  Declaration  of  Restrictive 
Covenants.  The  Regulatory  Agreement  and  Declaration  of  Restrictive  Covenants  (the 
"Regulatory  Agreement"),  between  the  City  and  the  Borrower,  in  the  form  presented  to  the 
Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  is  hereby  approved.  Each 
Authorized  Representative  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  Regulatory  Agreement, 
approved  as  to  form  by  the  City  Attorney,  in  substantially  said  form,  together  with  such 
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additions  thereto  and  changes  therein  as  the  City  Attorney  and  Co-Note  Counsel  may 
approve  or  recommend  in  accordance  with  Section  7  hereof. 

Section  6.  Issuer  Fees.  The  City,  acting  through  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing,  shall 
charge  a  fee  for  the  administrative  costs  associated  with  issuing  the  Note  in  an  amount  not  to 
exceed  0.25%  of  the  principal  amount  of  the  Note.  Such  fee  shall  be  payable  at  the  Note 
closing  and  may  be  contingent  on  the  delivery  of  the  Note.  The  City  shall  also  charge  an 
annual  fee  for  monitoring  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Regulatory  Agreement  in  an 
amount  not  to  exceed  0.125%  of  the  outstanding  principal  amount  of  the  Note,  but  no  less 
than  $2,500  annually,  for  the  term  of  the  Regulatory  Agreement.  The  initial  monitoring  fee 
shall  be  payable  upon  delivery  of  the  Note.  The  Board  hereby  authorizes  the  Mayor's  Office  of 
Housing  to  charge  and  collect  the  fees  described  in  this  section. 

Section  7.  Modifications.  Changes.  Additions.  Any  Authorized  Representative 
executing  the  Funding  Loan  Agreement,  the  Borrower  Loan  Agreement  or  the  Regulatory 
Agreement  (collectively,  the  "City  Agreements"),  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney  and  Co- 
Note  Counsel,  is  hereby  authorized  to  approve  and  make  such  modifications,  changes  or 
additions  to  the  City  Agreements  as  may  be  necessary  or  advisable,  provided  that  such 
modification  does  not  authorize  a  principal  amount  of  the  Note  in  excess  of  $70,000,000, 
provide  for  a  final  maturity  on  the  Note  later  than  October  1 ,  2047,  or  provide  for  the  Note  to 
bear  interest  at  a  rate  in  excess  of  twelve  percent  (12%)  per  annum.  The  approval  of  any 
modification,  addition  or  change  to  any  of  the  aforementioned  documents  shall  be  evidenced 
conclusively  by  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  document  in  question. 

Section  8.  General  Authority.  The  proper  officers  of  the  City  are  hereby  authorized  and 
directed,  for  and  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  do  any  and  all  things  and  take  any 
and  all  actions  and  execute  and  deliver  any  and  all  certificates,  agreements  and  other

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which  they,  or  any  of  them,  may  deem  necessary  or  advisable  in  order  to  consummate  the 
lawful  issuance  and  delivery  of  the  Note  and  to  effectuate  the  purposes  thereof  and  of  the 
documents  herein  approved  in  accordance  with  this  Resolution. 

Section  9.  Ratification  of  Prior  Actions.  All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  the  officers  and 
agents  of  the  City  with  respect  to  the  issuance  and  delivery  of  the  Note  are  hereby  approved, 
confirmed  and  ratified.
